Here,alrhough I value much the goodneilte of thefe 
men to relye rather upon their own and their Coune 
treymens honeſty and integrity,in and abour rhe work, 
then upon the ſerring forth of any Declarztion , by 
wririrg of rheir own and their frizrds fairk full pro- 
ceedings,and fair carryirg on of thirgs,in the publike 
ſervice: Yet in this I cannor eſtcem their pruden- 
Cy ; for.albeir narive beauty oughr not to be (cr forth 
by painting and patches, be ng complear in it ſelf : 
yer ir muſt be kepr free from ſpors and d' rr, and mage 
ſeen unto all, nnder a niodeſt and comeiy drefling. by 
which means It is mcre pleaſing and better liked of 
every Oue, 

And alrhcugh where there 15s no fault, no fpologie 
ought t9 be made 3 yet, to make the rruth openly 
known ( when 1r is diſguiſed ) for the informarion 
of thoſe who rake things meer.y upon truſt, and ro 
top the 05Ng, ON of wicked men with lies, is not on- 
ly an AQ of Wiſdom, but of Piery,yea,of Neceſhiry,if 
men will not abandon rhe intereſt of a good cauſe ro 
the malice of the enemies thereof : andzas it is ſaid by 
the wiſe man,Thou art not to anſwer a fool according to 
bis folly, that is, in exorbirancy, &c. leſt in fo doing 
thou become like unto him ; even ſo by the ſame wiſe 
man thu arr ordained to anſwer a f-ol as is ficand 
converient, for the ſuppretling of his folly, left he 
think himſelf wiſe, and fo go on 1n his cvill courſc,r0

the diſhonour of God rhe + 08 of truth, and to the 
prejudice of both Church and State , who are to be 
direQed by the truth. Surcly, if ever at any time the 
lye and ca'umny of the fool ( for (oI cali the calum- 
niator, how cunningly ſoever he lyeth ) 4s to be re- 
prefied with a fit anſwer, 1t is at this rime, when there 
lieth ſo much ar the ſtake in both Kingdoms, as Re- 
ligion and Libertie, with whatſocver elſe is, or ought 
to be dear unto men. 

Now then, to anſwer unto the calumnies of thoſe 
Malignants, & ro make the ſimple truth known to all, 
is abſolutely neceilary at this occaſion, to the end 
that nor onely the lyer way find his craft co be folly, 
bur a'ſo his wicked intent ro bedifappointed, which 
is n0 :cfTe then a breach berwixt the rwo Nartions,and 
hath been ſuch from the beginning; and conſequently 
the ine of both, now ſo unired and joyned in the 
common intcreſt of Church and Srate, thatrhey muſt 
fink ar \wim together; for if they ſhould once divide, 
asrhe one doubrleſſe will be preſently undone;ſo the 
hd of rhe other will not be far off. Wherfore he that 
doth any evil office, to raiſe or increaſe jealoufie be- 
wixt them, under whatſoever pretext, is Worſe then 
any open Enemy,and whart he intends to the publike, 
will come upon himſelf, rhar 1s, ruine, with diſgrace. 

But, we thinks I heare you z whom I blame for 
filence in ſo neceifary a caſe , and +» ſo ncedfull a 
time, fay , We have net been wanting in this very thing 
you finde fault with : For we have conſtantly and 
diijpenly communicated all things of any moment, 
freery ar.d ingeniouſſy, in all rruch and fimplencile 
of heart, ro {ome chief leading men, our particular 
good friends, upon whom we have relyed, from 
our firſt hicher-comirg , in all things concerning us 
ard our Conntrey-men, employed in che ſervice, to 
the erd that they ſhould convey rhe truth of buft- 
nee, a3 in diſcrerion they rhovpht fir, and did ſee 
cauſe, ſor the publike good , and for rke tight of 
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15 their friends, ro the Houſes, and from thence to 
the publike. 

To this I anſwer, You have miſtaken the righr 
wayz0irs, for you ſhould have made your addreſſes ro 
the whole Parliament, or at leaſt ro the Commitrree 
appoinred by rhe Parliamentro hear youzconſult wirh 
you » In a word, to dea'e or treat with you of all 
things » wherein you and they are jointly concemed; 
and nor fuffer your ſelve; ro be engroffed by ſome 
few » howſoever they be Prime men: and What do 
you know , it by thus ſuffering your ſelves to be 
as it were led by them, hath nat increaſed their 
credir For wen may fay, that they have reafon ro 


follow thoſe, by whom yau of ſo much repurari n of 
wiſdome and re:o[ution , are guided, &c. Further, 
ſhould not you have rhought , thar particular men, 
howlſloever they ſerve the publike , have ordinarily 
particular ends of ambirion and avarice , which rhe 
publike cannor have? And although thoſe your friends 


| be free of theſe diſtempers , yer you are not affured 


of rheir conſtarcy unto you ; for many rhings fall our 
berwixt man and man, Which makes rhein nor onely 
fall from intimacy of one with another , bur makes 
them adverſe and oppoſite one to another often. 1mes. 
And, although your friends be free ot this infirmity 3 
Are you wiſe men to rclie upon others, tor doing 
the things you ſhould do your ſelves withour a Pro- 
cure ? He tharrruſtzth another ro do a thivg fitting 
for himſelf ro do,muſt expe ro have rh-t! 11g done, 
if at all done, neither fo rimeiy, nor ſo well, art leaſt, 
nor ſo ſoon, nor {o to his minde, as it fallethour 
ofren : of extraordinary occaſions and occurrences, 
there 15 no certaine rule, 

Nexr, Iknow, you will ſay , We have acquainted 
the Houjes of Parliament to the full, with the truth of 
al! thtngs, by our ſeverall papers given unto ther at d;+ 
vers times, upon divers occaſions , and we bave mads 
known unto the Synod what concerneth Church buſineſſe 5, 
an1 ſo we think we have done enugh in this. Bnr

municare freely and carefully unto rhe Houſe; of Par 
liamenr all things, aud ro acquaint rhem with your 
proceedings, Wherein they have common intereſt 
with you, for rhe publike ſervice of Church and 
State, in theſe Dominions 3 I hopethey do ſo with 
you ar leaſt, thcy oughr ro do ir, for rhe common 
c00d of both 3 orherwayes, thework whercin both 
Kingdoms are ſo ingaged , and you both are 
emp:oved, will go bur flowly and limpingly 
on: Yea this 18 not enough ; for, firſt, rhe main 
paiſages of publike things done, a1.d rhe Chiet reaſons 
of the doirpg thereof, arero be made known ro the 
whoie Church ard Stare, fince the whule hath the 
chief intereſt in things common 2 all : although you 
are to communicate your counſels, deliberations,

what, is de facto concerning a'l, mnſt be made 


known to all ; for the Truſices of the State and 
Church, areno: Lords of them, as Kings and Popes 
pretendto be 3 bur fervants, as they. avouch them- 
fclves, fer on work by them, for the good of both, 
upen iruf, which 1t they betray, they are double 
Traitors : Fiſt, 'they falſifie their truth ro rhe Stare 
and Church, whereot rhey are Members and Chil- 
dren, and ro whom they owe all under God. Next) 
they betray the tit impoſed upon them>sforthe good 
and benefit of both Church and State. Yea» the 
onſes of Parliament themſelves, ſhew you the 
way how to Carry your ſelves in this very particular 3 
for they nor onelys ro the fatisfa&ion af the whole 
K ingdome > cauſe publiſh the things done by 
zhoſe whom rhey , az Truflees, have employed 
20 Carry Cn rhe ſervice of the publike in the Fields 3 
Dir allo, they publiſh unto the Kingdom Decla- 
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rations of their honeſt i intentions, and faire procced- 
ings, with Votes and Ordinances, for the good of 
Church and Stare : And I am ſure, the Truſtees of 
your Nation for your Church and Srate , have done 
ſo from the beginning.z mn your particular troubles ; 
and that, not onely ro your owne Countrey , bur 
aiſo ro your neighbours, which hath done no harme, 

neither ro the advancement of your affaires at home, 
ror to your reputation abroad. 

A'ithough the Houſes of Parliament reſt ſarisfied 
in themlelves of rhe honeſty of your proceedings : 
Yer this giveth Eur fmall farisfatiion unto the 
Kingdom. 

Yea, when you ſend in your papers to the Houſes, 
Ir may happen that divers Members are abſent ar 
the time, and fo remaine as ignorant of your af- 
faires » as before the in-giving of 1he papers; for 
the Houſes are ſo raken up with other thoughts 
and buſineffes , thar rhey cannor acquaint the av- 
ſents with your owne affa res z yea, ſome who are 
preſent in rhe Houſes , arche reading of your pa- 
per>, arecarried off rheir atrention unro you , by 
divers difiraQions, and ſo receive bur ſmall know- 
ledge by them: For lefle can rhe houſes rake lca- 
fure to publith your affaires unto the World ; yea, I 
know nor 1t in rigour they are rycdto do ir. Although 
1 confeite, it wou'd bea good rurne for the Tublike, 
and a Þrctherly office, if rhey wonld rake the pains 
wdo , or Cauſe do it: Howſoever, I am ire rhe 
Houſes are not (0 obliged ro this duty, as your 
{elves are 3 neither although they were, can they a 
ir ſo fully as youznor being ſo particularly acquaint-

the publike rhe ſervice you are paid for before hand: 


as likew-l{c,if you have nor received all which is rat: 


ſed tor you, that it may be known how much of 1t 15 
wanting, and enquiry may be made whar is become 
of the reſt ; and fo, if you make it appear unto rhe 
world, that there is much ſtill due unto you of your 
pay, tar avove what you have received; then all ho- 
nelt people, being truly informed of rhings, will ap* 
prove your fairhiull and fair carriage , acknowledge 
your love and kindnefie, thank God for your helpe 
and aſſiſtance at ſuch an exigence, and be hearrily ci- 
vill unto you, rill God enable them ro recompence 
, youtfor your faithf ull pains, according ro ycurjuſt 
deſerts, and their carreſt defires z and fo things will 
redound to your credit ani advantage. 

You may know and feel a ll this , what I have bin 
fayirg unto you , to be rrue, according to ſenſe and 
xcaſ25-n, by one fingle inſtance 3 to Jay aftide all others 
at tHits rime : h | 

Ard ir 1s this of the papers you gave intathe Hou: 
ſes, abour the Jatrer en41 of May laſt, upon occaſion 
ot high muimurings againſtyon, in and abour rhe 
Houſes, by information of Malignants , which 
gave abundant f(arisfaQtion ru ſo many of both Heuſes, 
25 cirher heard them rcad ( as is well knecwn ) or 
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r.-ad them themſelves with artention : Burt, others: of 
the Hou'es,who are nor acquainted with your papers, 
partly nar hearing rhem, although preſent when per- 
haps they are delivered in, by reaſon of their other 
nnghts z partly being abſent, at thar time, re- 
mained ſtill ignorant of your affaires, and poileifed 
with calumnies againſt you: Far more chen rhe reſt of 
the King/om.

and we our feives arc bound upon our own credit r9 
d9 it. Beangry who will; God keep me from neglett 
and contempr, for lying or ſuppreſting the Truth; I 
fear nor anger for any publiſhing of Truth : He thar 
15 not bold ro publiſhrhe Truth, for rimorouſneile, 
bclyeth his own knowledge, and I dare ſay , be- 
rrayerhthe Truth. You rhatare cruſted with the car- 
riage Oi things, in Irach, and for the Truth, are 
not only boundr » make known rhe xrarh of what you 
doand lay, ro tne world, as it hath been ſaid ; bur, 
further you arc vbliged in conſcience, and rhe pub*- 
like expetts it of you, thar you preiſe home rhe Truth

Surely, I an perſwaded, had you been ftouter in 
rhe Synode,rhele ſtrong heads, and fatious few ones, 
who hitherto have troubled the ſerling of Church- 
afaires, andare [1kely ro trouble the Stare, if ir be 
norwell lookedto and neerly,had long ere now been 
quaſhea; and {o,if you had nor been ſo meal-mourh-

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place! kumbly concezve vou had not mer with ſo many

no men. 

When I think on Fohn Knox, and Georges Buchanan, 
how freely they ſpoke and wrir, ar all times, and up- 
on all occaſions, when rhe Church and State were 
concerned , without fear of any man or Ailembly 
whatſoever z having nothing betore their eyes, bur 
the glory of God, and rhe good of his people. They 
were weak and irfirm men, as we are all 3 bur their 
fiour zeal ro the publike was admirable, and is ever 
to be remembred by us ; nor onely to theirpraiſc, 
but alſo ro ſpur ns up ro imitate them in rhis heroike 
yertue. For me, I vaine rhe zeal and Rtourneile of 
theſe rwo Champions of the Truth, more rhen al! 
their other vertues , however eminent they 
Were. 

Bur, you will ſay, It 3s now another age, and con- 
ſequently an other way of carriage of things required. It 
iz true, we live now in another age, which 15 
worſe then thar of thefe men : Wherefore, we muſt 
then ſtrive with greater Zeal and vertue, to oppole

yer ir is the ſame very Game that our Fathers had in * 


Scotland, and onr Neighbours had lately, in our 


daies, in France; Where and when nothing did 
prevaile, or do pond untothe Cauſe, bur reſolt- 
tion and zeal in carrying on the things, nor onely 4 th 
againſt the Common Enemy ; bur alſo, againſt rhe ii 


faiſe Friends, and they that walked then any other ihe 


way, betrayed rhe Cauſe, and purchaſed unto them- 
ſelves the title of filly inconfiderable men, of whaz- 
faeyer ranke or degree they were. 

To ſay nothing of the judgement of God that fell 
won them, and to this day hangs upon themand 
theirs. I ſhun examples in this cale 3 for I love to 
reprove faults, and ſpare mens perlons. 

Moreover, fince the Malipnanrs, every where, are 
fo bufie ranning to and fro, like ſo many Bees, with 
great care and hear, and ſo bold, to forge and invent 
lyes, by word and writing, to abuſe the World, and 
ſo wrong treacherouſly the publike Service : 

Why ſhould nor then faithfull men be diligent 
and four, in all freedom, to make known the truth 
ofthings,for rhe confirming of rhe well-affeRed, and 
for ſtopping of rhe mouth of the wicked , and fo 
conſequently, for the better carrying on of rhe work 
now in hand ? | | 

Now, being thus friendly and freely admoniſhed 
by cre who wiſherh well ro the Common Cauſe 
you now ſerve, with his whole hearr, and unto 
your ſelyes in particular, in fo far as you are fairhfull 
and earneſt, zealous and ſtour in this Cauſe of God 
and his people, laying afide all humane prudence, 
which 1s not ſubſervient ro zeal and ſtoutnefle , as 
well as to faithfulnefſe and earneſtneſle : I hope you 
will rake care ra minde this flip, by giving unto the 
publikea true and free relation of allthings fromrime 
zo time, as the accaſion ſhall require z and in your

= although known, I am perſwaded, wili give content

* ticular man whatſoever, with whom they ought ro 
- goalong no ſurther rhan rhe particular man goerth 
 onwith the publike of Church and State, laying 
© aſideali other relation. As for other men, I value 
them no more than the open declared enemies, who 

; preferre the pleaſure of one abuſed Prince, under 
pretext of obligation they have ro h.mzunto the good 
of Church and State. Fo 

And thusI begin. The Common Enemy having 
defigne to bring theſe Domiuions under ſpirituall and 
remporall flarery , all things diſpoſed tor his ends, 
according to his mind ; thinks fir-f,r his purpoſe ro 
begin rh1is great work in Scor/and, promiſing unto 
himſelfe ro find leaſt oppoſition there , for reaſons 
which hitherto, by Gods mercy, hath deceived 
him. 

The Scots being preſſed to receive the corrupt Li- 
turgy, ( ro fay nothing in this place, of what was be- 
tore put unto them ) fairly decline it , by iterate 
iupplications and humble rcmonſtrarices unto the

The Scots on the other fide, conftant to their prin» 
ciples , refuſe ro reccive the Book 3 for which they 
are publiſhed by rhe Prelars and rhe Courr,to be re- 
fraQtarics and re fellows, withour God or Relipi- 
on; which gave occafion ro the Scots to make known, 
ot onely unto their own people, at home; bur,to all 
men abroad ; namely, to their Brethren of England, 
by a publike Deciaration, their condirion, how they 
were wronged, the equity oi rheir Cauſe, their law- 
full proceedings, and rheir good intentions : by this 
means, their triends pood will is confirmed unto 
them, and their enemies defigne, in ſome meaſure, is 
broken; who did intend, by lyes, to ſteal from them 
the govd affeQion of rheir friends. 

Nexr, The Scots being conſtrained to have re-: 
courſe ro rhe Sword, for their juſt defence, all other 
means tryed failing, were back-birten as murinous, 
raking Arms for poverty, with inrention t9 caſt off 
the juſt Artiority of their Native and lawfull Prince, 
and to invade Ergland for rhe ſpoil thereof. 

Io thele moſt pernicious calumnies, the Scots res. 
plycth by another Declaration, particularly addref= 
fed unto England; whereby, they made known the 
abſolute neceſſity of their raking up Arms,with their 
honeſt inrcntions therein : All which, rhey made 
g00d thereafter, in due time, by reall performance.

tettrej: Then the Plor the abuſed King and his good 
Counſel; had at Berwzck, ro draw the « hief men 
taktof Scotland ro him, for ro deſtroy them 3 and the 
Merting.breach oi the Parliament , the burning in London of 
5 whzhe Articles of agreement made ar rhe borders, and 
nfmet:many orher like things, did not move the Scots, ro 
lk rece le in any meaſure from their dutifull refpcs ro 
the King, nor from their love to the Eng/zſh Nations 
red n\neither the impriſonment of thetr Commiltioners, 
deere; apainft rhe Law of Nations, and the ſafe-condu& 
ten 3t-pranred unto them upon publike Faith; nor rhe grear 
renin; Forces prepared againſt them, by Sea and by Land; 
ndlaknor the many [yes ſpread againft them, rhrovgh all 
theres Ergland 5 nor the Prelaricall excommunication lo ca» 
6, 4 nonically <1 ewed our apainſt rem, m all the + hur- 
niaz;;ches and happels of Eng/and:All theſe things, I fay, 
ma 1;did nor make them give the leaſt exprettion of diſre- 
Anz:pet ro the King, nor diſaftettion ro rhe Engl:ſh.

All theſe great offers, could not make the Scots 
willing ro give their conſent in any kinde to this 
wickednefle : For, they not only rejeQed the Kings 
offers 3 bur alſo, giveth notice of the Plor to the 
Parliament , and to the Citie of London, that they 
might make their beſt uſe of ir. 

0,you may ſee, how that the Scots, under God, 
are the eauſe of the Aſſembling of the Parliament, 
of the continuance of it, being affembled , and of 


the preſetvation of it, from torall deſtruction and 


ruine. 

The King, ſceirg that he was ſtopped by the Scors, 
frſt, in their own Countrie, next, in England; ro car- 
rieon his great defigne, rakes the Iriſh Papiſts by

new Order, but they break out, and ar the firſt 
beginning of their Rebellion,declared rhar they had 
no1ill will againſt any Scots in Frel/and, for they ware 
afraid of the Scots going over ro the help of their 
Country-men, and (o they would be ſtopped ro go 
on wirh their Work ; but their ſpleen was againſt 
theſe FnzL:ſþ Proteſtants > who were Friends to rhar 
wicked Parliament in England, ſo unroward to the 

good King,and fo adverſe ro their Catholike Cauſe. 
| This Declaration of the Jriſh,did not (although in 
favour of theirCountry-men )hinder the Scots to offer 
their preſent Service, for the repretiing of the gr

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tion before things grew worſe; The King fairly re- 4 
fuſerh rhe offer. and anſwering, with verball rhanks, ; 
faid that he neicher could,nor would do any thing in ;\ 
the buſineiſe,wirhout the advice and afſiftance of the xi 


Parliament,now afoot in England ; whereunto he was 


ro repaite in all haſte. So he leaveth Scotland, ſaying, + 
Thatevery day he ſtayed there, was the loffe of a , 
County to him He cometh ro London, a little before :; 
Chriſtmas ; the Rebellion having begun in Ireland in , 


Ottober : Bur he goes very ſeldome ro rhe Parliament, 
and when he goeth thither, he ſayerhnothing con- 
cerning, the Iriſh Rebellion , rill by unpornuniy he 
was conſtrained to itz and then what he ſaid; was 
[ittle, cold, and ambiguous. And when the Scots, 
by thei rCommithoners, who had followed him from 
Scotland hither , did offer apaine a confiderable help 
of renthouſand men, things were ſo carried , both 
in the Counſell and in the Parliawent, by the cor- 
rapt and ignorant Party rhen, that rhe Scors were 
delayed from day to day, by one ſhifr or other, for a 
long ſpace,before thar conditions could be agreed up- 
on witk them, for the ſending of their help unto Ire- 
tand. And it was a longer time after the apreement, 
before rhings could be furniſhed unto them, for their 
Voyage. 

By thoſe means, the Rebels had adoe wirh lefſe 
oppotition ; and contequently , with !eſſe difficulry 
carried on their barbarous Work of ſpoiling, burn- 
irpg,and mailacring innocent people of all ranke and 
condition, withour regare ro ſex or age. 

The Scors are no ſooner pgonero I eland, but they 
aſiilt rheir F'iends with ſuch affeQtion and ſucceſſe, 
t};at aſrer ſome skirmiſhes and encounters with the 
Rcbels, the North Countric of Ireland, whereunto 
their help was particularly aſhgned, became pretty 
well cleared of the Rebels, although much waſted 
and ſpoiled by them. 4 

In ti41s courſe hath rhe Scors continued ro rhis day 
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conſtantly oppoſing theſe OM wretches, notwith- 
ftanding-the change thar hath fallen in the South parc 
of thar Kingdom, by the treachery of choſe whom the 
Patljament employed and rruſted ro. Then when the 
King mate a Ceffartion with theſe barbarons Canni- 
bals, the Scors reſoſurely declared apainſt it; and 
have manfully oppoſed tt ro this day: Without which 
oppoſition of rhe Scots, it had been received every 
where in Ireland, and the Rebels then , having no- 
thivp ro do ar home, had come hither in Bands and 
Troops into rhis Iſſand. | Pe | 
* Thus did,and fill doth the Scors perſue their point, 
notwithſtanding all rhe hardſhip rhey have ſuftered, 
and yet ſuffer in the Service , partly by reaſon of the 
preat troubles here of the Parliament, not being 
able to ſupply their Friends , as they would, and as 
they need : partly by thenegligence and unfaithful- 
nefle of thoſe, who have been imployed by the Par- 
liament, and intruſted to have a care of ſupplying 
thisneed 3 which hath been ſo grear, thar rhe Scots 
Army in Ireland, had abſolutely ſtarved for cold and 
Hhunget, if they had not bech helped from Scotland, 
m a high meaſure. : 
Toretum nnro England: The miſ-led King ha- 
ving left rhe Parliament, accompanied , or at icaſt 
foll,wed by numbers of men of divers degrees, Trat- 
rors ro God and to their Country ; namely by thoſe 
double Trayrors, who were Members of the Houſes 
of Parliament : for, rhey nor onely have been diſho- 
neſt and unfairhfall ro the Church and State, where- 
of they are both Members and Children 3 bur, they 
have betrayed rhe truſt wherewith they were rruſt- 
ed in borh. By the aſliſtance of which,he {rs his dc- 
figne on foot, ro make open War againſt rhe Parlta- 
ment, (although winder a hid notion) ro deſtroy it; all 
ther Devices and Plors, contrived by him and his; 
having failed as we have ſeen. . Es 
Hpon this, the Scots, in their reſpeR to the King: 
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fove unto their Brethren in England, and above all, 


in their affeion ro the Caufe of the Church of God, 4 
ſend Commiſtoners unto rhe King, and from him to ' 


the Parliament, as the occafion ſhould ſerve. They 


found rheKing at70rk,where he was pulling his fword *'\,.; 
out of its ſhearh, with all his might, and ſharpning ir provills 
inall haſte, which God in his Judgementrs hath ſuf- * 


fered him to thruſt in the bowels of ſo many rthou- 


ſands of his people, here, ſo unnaturally and barba- 
rouſly 3 not onely afar off, by not ſtopping ir, by 


connivance or by Committion to his Agents and In- 
ſtruments , as in Freland and Scotland; but being 
preſent in Perſon, and taking pleaſure in doing of it 
in his own ſight, and ſecing of it done. 

In this place I do affirm, that there hath been more 
chriſtzan blood ſhed in rheſe latter yeers,under the end 
of K. Fares and K.Charles Raigns, by rheir Commil- 
fions, Approbation, connivences, and not forbid- 
ding, what at home,and what abroad,all which upon 
the matter they might have ſtopped, if it had been 
their pleaſure, then were in the time of the ten 
Reman Perſechtions. God turn the Kings hearr to- 
wards him firſt, otherwayes he will never rurn tr 
roward his people. 

The Scors, as we were faying,ſend to him, to defire 
him ro leave off the deſign of embroiling himſelf and 
the people ina Civill War,in this Kingdom of Eng- 
Hand ; withall, ro offer him their urmoſt Service of 
Mediation and Inrerceftion,for the taking away of all 
miſtakes, and ſmoothing of things in a fair way, be- 
wwixt him and the Parliament. 'The miſ-led King re- 
folved ro go on inevill courſes,nor onely negleds the 
reſpetive & hearty offer of the Scots;bur ſends them 
home, nor ſuffering them ro come unto the Parlia+ 
ment,according to their order and defire, which was 
rotry all fair means for the hindering of a War in 
England, and ro ſtop the Maffacres in Freland. 

The King having thus diſmiiſed the Scots, goers 
ro 
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to his Work, which, having overcome ſome rubs ar 
the firſt, he carrieth on apace ; for having gathered 
rogether conſiderable Forces at Shrewsbnry, from 
thence with his Army he marches rowards London, 
not Wichſtanding the Parliaments Army lay , as it 
were, in his way, who mer with him at Edge- Hill, and 
(contrary to his expeQation) fights with him. He af- 
ter the Battel, having recolle&ed the remnant of his 
men, although he had had the worſe, continues his 


N tothe, defigne for London, and drew very neer unto itz bur 
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being, by ſtrong hand, conſtrained to retire, he poerh 
to Oxford, where he harh kepr his Court conſtantly 
ever fince till rhis day. 

The Scots feeing the commotions increaſing in 
England, and confidering the chief Inſtruments of 
thoſe evils, could nor in conſcience and honeſty , fir 
quiet any longer, and neither ſay nor do, while the 
Stare and Church of their Brethren in England , were 
thus in ſo great troubles; ſend firſta Commiſtaner 
from rheir Church unto the Parliament: to deſire 
them, that as God, in his good Providence, had fur- 
niſhed rhem juſt occaſion to caſt our rhe Prelates 
from among them, nor onely as unuſefull Members of 
their Afſembly ; bur alſo, as Enemies to all their juſt 
proceedings for rhe good of Church snd State 3 fo 
they would be pleaſed ro thruſt our theſe Tyranrs and 
belly-Gods from the Church, as main Inſtruments of 
all che diſturbances, troubles, and miſeries, which 
are come, and of more, in all appearance, yet coming 
if God 1n his mercy prevent them nor. 

The Commiſſioner, afrer ſome debare, having ob- 
tained his demand,returneth homeward;& taking his 
way by the Court,then abour Shrewsbury,made known 
tothe King how he had ſped in his errand , where- 
with he had acquainted him before, as he was going 
to the Parliament. And he cefirerh the King to give 
his conſent unto the caſting of the Prelars our of rhe 
Church, as he had done to the putting them our of 
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rhe Aſſembly of Parliament. To which the King did *. 
reply little or nothing 3 bur he rold the Commil- ' 


fioner, that he, and they who ſent him, were hugely 


m ſtaken,if they did think thar the Houſes of Parlia- , 
ment doth intend any ſerſed Reformation, namely, ' 
as in Scotland for, ſaid he. you ſee how they do no4 *; 
re preiſe the Schiſmes and Sets of all kinds, which *; 
abound in and abourLondog;yea, theſe evils are coun- * 
renanced by ſome under-hind. Would ro God that ” 
the:.ommiſſioner had had as juſt reaſon then,to anſwer '® 
unto the King, that he had been miſ-informed, and 7," 
thar an untruth had been rold him concerning SeQa- * 
ries, as he hath been miſtaken in the intention of *© 


borh Houſes of Parliament, for the ſerling Religion, 
according ro the beſt way, as is expreſſed in the Nas 
rionall Covenant. 

Then, after thar things, by degrees, had come to 
a great height betwer King and Parliament, much 
blood being ſhed, not onely in skirmiſhes and en- 
counters,bur alſo in pitched Bartel,to wir,atEtge hil. 
The Scotsnor being able to forbear any furrher,to rry 
once more by fair means, if ir were poſlible,ro ſtop 
the courſe of rhoſe miſeries, too far already gone on, 
ſend yyord ro-the King, then at Oxford, and to the 
Parliament, of rheir good intenrions; and demand 
2 pafſe and fafe-conduQt from both, for Commitſſio- 
ners from them, ro g0 unto both, and return home, as 
alſo ro go ro and fro betwixr rhem as cauſe ſhould re- 
quire. Of rhe Parliament, rhey had ecafily what they 
demanaed, with thanks for their good will : Bur rhe 
Kang, nor liking their offer,was loth ro grant a paſſe; 
yer being put to 1t , he could not fairly deny , and 
fo at length,afrer ſome reluQtancy, he ſends a paſlle as 
was defired, and fafe-condud to the Scots; which be- 
ing received, they ſend their Commiſhioners ſtraighr 


ro rhe K ing, unto whom they remonſtrate home how !\ 


that he had, by bad Counſell, caſt himſelf in a Laby- 
rinth of Evill, and the people of his Venting 5 
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which doubtlefſe, would bring both him and rhen 
r0 urrer ruine, if nor timely ſtopped in Gods Mer- 
cy, by his Wiſdom and good Counſell. 

The Committioners, inſtead of any poſt ive an- 
fwer , receive nothing bur doubrs , ambigui- 
ties, delayes , and ſhift, whereof norhing could be 
made, bur that the miſ-led King was reſolved ro his 
own and his peoples rune, 

Afrer a time, the cots Commiſſianers told 
the King, that, according ro their Order and In- 
ſtruttions, they intended ro po unto the Parliament ; 
which rhey hyped he would think well of, and ap- 


prove. . Bur the K ing, notwithſtanding the pafſe and 


fafe- condu@t he had grated rhem to that purpoſe, 
would nor ſuffer them ro go unto the Parliament ; 
yeazthey were not permitted ro ſpeak with the Com- 
mithoners from rhe Parliament, who were then ſent 
thither to the Court rorreat when they were there. 
Such was the adverſeneſle of the Court to Peacegnot- 
withſtanding all the Kings Proreſtarions. 

Further, the Scots CommitHoners were ſo hardly 
uſed by rhe Court, namely, by the Prelaricall crew, 
that they could nor in ſafery go openly and freely 
abroad. 

This is not all. Ar that time the Rulers of the 
Courr ſend abroad their Agentszto rell every where, 
namely.inand abour London,whart indigniry rhe Scots 
did otter, firſt unto the King, then unto the Parlia- 
ment,& ro the whole Engl:ſh Nation,by taking upon 
them ( being bur Subjeas ) ro examine the diffe- 
rence3 betwixt theKing and Parliament, ro compoſe 
them;and to make a Peace; It being more honourable 
borh for rhe King, and Parliament, and the whole 
Nation, to be beholden for this unto a Neighbour- 
State or Prince, then unto rhe Kings own SubjeQs, 
nor fo good as others in many reſpe&s. 

As this Diſcourſe was invented, and ſpewed up 
and down. hy Malignant s, fo it was received by rhe 
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ſuinpler ſort , not knowing the intereft of States, 
lefſe , wherein rhe true Honour of Princes, States, 
and Nations confiſteth? Yer, they might have 
conſidered, thar it 1s berter to rake up things quietly 
at home, then t9 trouble rhe Neighbours with our 
atfaires. | 

The Scors Commultiorers, after ſoine M oneths 
abode at Court, ſeeing they could do no good with 
the abuſed Kivg, defire him to difmiife them, which 
ke did pur off from day ro day), till at laſt he was 
written to by rhe State of Scor/and, that if he ſent 
not home in ſafety rhe |Gommiſſioners berwixr ſuch 
and ſuch a day, rhey would hold it as an open breach 
of rhe Peace; and that they would provide for buſi- 
nefſes accordirply. 

Upon rhis rhe Commitſtioners, !oden with fair, bux 
condirionall promiſes from the K ing (who yer would 
not anger rhem) of love and care of that his Native 
Kingdom,fo thar they would be quier, (for he could 
not ſtop his mourh ro ſay unto them, thar if they 
would nor tir, he could eafily compalle his ends in 
England) taketheir leave ar Court, and goe home. 
Ar their Arrivall, they finde a number, in the Sourh- 
Weſt of their Country, of Papiſts and other Malig- 
nants, men of broken forrunes, riſen ro diſturbe rhe 
Peace of the Kingdom,by Order from the K ivg,not- 
withſtanding his fair words; which commotion was 
preſently quaſhed, through Gcds mercie, by the dte 
ligence and forwardneffe of rhe goodGentry and No- 
bility in thoſe parrs,who did rife like one man againſt 
theſe Sons of Be/ial. 

As rhe Scots Commiſſioners retired home , the 
Houſes of Parliairent of England were made acquaint» 
cd how that their good intentions were fruſtrated, 
themſelves hardly uſed for a long time, but at laſts 
with diftcuſrie had gotten home. 

Now, the State of Scotland ſeeinp the Common 
Eremy come 0 the hight, that nothing will ſatisfie 
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him. but rozall ſubverſion of Church and Stare in 
theſe Dominions z only rhey, perhaps,might be kept 
for the laſt, alrhough in intention they had beenthe 
firſt 3 judgerh ir not enough, for their intereſt inthe 
Common Caule,ro keep an Army in Ireland ; but alſo 
ro beupon their guard at home, that they mighr top 
any enterprive the Common Enemy ſhould under- 
take apairt themzto have any progrelle in their Coun- 
trie, if they did nor altogether prevent it: and ro 
help their Brethren in England with their Sword, 
ſince all other means ſo ofren tried, were diſappoint+- 
ed by the malice of rhe Enemies. And ſo much the 
rather were they moved ro this, that rhe-Enemie

moſi at rhe laſt extremity , although valiantly de- 
fended by that brave Governour Maſſey, in deſpire of 
the proud Enemy ; and thereafter in beatirg of him 
art Newbe) y.

Howlſoever,theſe conſiderations muſt be [aid afide 
for a rtme, and in ſuch extremiry the Scots muſt be 
called ro help ; yea, ſome of rhoſe who are ſaid ro be 
the preateſt ſticklers for SeAaries, muſt ar leaſt be 
employed 1 their calling in ; which was long of co- 
ming, after it was reſolved upon,by the Shifts of the 
Enemies of Church and State. 

The Scots, notwithſtanding all that had been fig- 
nified unto them, concerning the favouring of Se- 
Qaries by the Parliament, and of their retaining 
ſomewhat of the 0d leaven of Prelacy 3 ſeeing that 
their help was altogether needful ro ſave the Church 
and drate of Eng/and trom ruine 3 heartily 'reccived 
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the call,being already Fa2) beforehand upon the 
Point, and undertaketh, with a Chriſtian and manly 
reſolution, ro engage themſelves in a feen danger, 
and ro undergo the hazard ( bur, for Chriſt and his 
People ro hazard 1s ro be regarded ) ro help their af- 
Aited Brethren : Yer, with rhis precaution, thar rhe 
Parliameut ſhould ſincerely joyn with them in rhe 
ſerling of the Church, as they were heartily willing 
to aſſiſt them againſt che Common Er.emy. 

This condition was granted unto the Scots by rhe 
Commiltioners from rhe Parliament of England, 5 
and to this end, it was agreed upon, at the defire 
of rhe Scots, that there ſhould be one Covenant and 
League made betwixt both Kingdoms, and ſworne 
to, for the ſerling of the Church according ro the 
Word of God, and conform to the beſt Reform- 
ed Churches, and by name, ro the Church of Scot- 
land, with rhe juſt Liberty of the People, and againſt 
all oppoſition wharſoever. Bur, becauſe the Engliſh 
Commithoners would nor rake upon rhem to draw 
up and to make the Covenant there in Scotland, rhey 
defired that there might be Commil1 oners ſent from 
Scoiland unto the Parliament of England, for the 
drawing up of the ſaid C avenanr, and ſo was done 
for the Scors CommitTioners aftiſting, the Covenant, 
afrer divers debates, was made, and thcicafter ſub- 
figned, (worn firſt by the Houſes, Synod, and the 
Scots Commiſtioners, and then by rhe People, and 
ſent unto Scotland , where it was received, ſnbfig- 
ned, and ſworne by the Convention of States, and 
then by the people : with all, in teſtimony of rheir 
true meaning, the Houſes of Parliament defirerh the 
Commiſſioners of Scot/and ro aſſiſt in rhe Synode, 
in their deliberations and concluſions concerning the 
Church. 

The Covenant is no ſooner taken, but rhe King

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Upon this, theſe lye-inventers bethink themſelves 
of another ſhift to couſen the world tn this ſame buft- 
neſſe, and they go this way to work ; ſeeing they 
could not hixder the printing of the Manifeſt , they

ſay a word or wo, in this place, to the clearing

willingly way unro them, when they did fee them 
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no by-ends 3 and thoſe men, on the other (ide, did en- 
dear themſelves unto the Scors by ſundry good offices 
for a time,which chey did unto them in chings concer= 
ning their Forces in Ezg/and and Trelaud, employed in 
the common Servicezand hy th:ir conſtant and frequent 
courting of the $cots,they ati jo take them up, that they 
alone,almoſt,wcre admitted ro any p-ivacy: then ſume 
did lauzh in heir flceve, ro ſoc a few, not {o contideras 
ble before, bear ſuch a ſway, and the $75 £205 Jed b 
the noſe; and othe:s did complain,lay:ng,HH.y ſhauld 1:15 
be? It was exveRted the S$cors Commullionc!s t ould have 
buen op-n and fice to a ] 1oneſt men,na nl ;tothoſe of 
worth z yea, ihcy ought tc have ben 1 for the good of 
tne pu].que Set vicezand for ti.cir owny credit, not cap- 
tiv ng them f: Ives as it were to (ome few Ones. Fariner, 
it w3s ſaid, tht they thould have p effz:d home bult- 
nefles more fout'y and more ficely ther: they did , as 
they had done in former time; , in thei: own pyticular 
afta.res, when they had not ſo many prof; fled and powers 
full Friends,letcing nothing pakie « f chac was clearly for 
the good of the publique. 

By this complying complaſance, the Scits Gommile 
fioners have given ſuch advantage to thoſe who for a 
time courted them moſt for their own ends,as it ſeems; 
for if it had been altogether for the publicue, the Sccts 
remaining conſtint to their point and principles, al- 
though with lefle vigour,l contefſ=, then I could wiſh, 
thoſe men hid not changed, for ends, which when they 
had obtained,one after ayother,did with draw from ihe 
Scors,and in a ſhort time point-blanke oppe(e them, t y 
whoſe help, they chicfly had raiſed their height of repus 
tation and oPinian among mcne 

The fiſt and main occaltion of miſtake hetwixt thoſe 
men and the Scots, was the Charch-govecrnmenr, When 
the Scots did engage themſelves in this common buli- 
nefſe;they Cid Ripulare with theEnglſhCommilſioners, 
then in Scot{andgthat they ſhould goe heartily and $:cely 

E along 
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along with themzin ferling the Government and Diſci- 

line of the Church , as it was thereafter ſworn to by 
both Kingdoms,in the Nationall Covenant, And when 
the Scots Commilſltoners came hither, and entered into 
the Synod, they found it had ſat long, and adyanced but 
ſmall buſineſſes; as for the Goyerament, they had not 
touched it all, which in all appearance was kept off by a 
flight of Prelatifts and SeQaries, to op the ſetling of 
the Church according ,to the belt way exprciſed theres» 
after in the Covenants. ; 

The Scots ſeeing the lofle of time,and the evils which 
were likely to follow, if there were no ſet government 
in the Church; preſently meved the Synod to fall to the 
Diſcipline and Goyernmentzwhich they do,and therein 
a great deal of pains is taken in ſifting out the Truth, & 
refuting the errors of ignorants,and oppoſition of head- 
Rrong wilfull men, who preter the ſetting up of their 
own Chimerick fancies,& Utopian dreams,to the Peace 
of the Church ; wherefore I may juſtly ſay, whatſoever 
gifts or endowments they haye 5 whether of preaching 
or of praying, of languages, or ſciences, fince they want 
charity, they have nothing 5 for , if they had the leaſt 
praine of Charity, they would not thus diſturbe the 
Church. 

T adde, He that ſacrificeth the Peace of the Church to 
the Idol of his own Imagination, is as he who cauſcth 
his children paſſe through the fire to Moloch. 

After much ftrugling , things being brought neere a 
concluſion, ſome of thoſe upon whoſe Friendfhip the 
Scots had till then ſo much relyed,did declare themſelves 
to be altogetber averſe to the Government the Scots 
were ſo deſirous of 3 whereat the Scots were much aſto» 
niſhed : Firſt, becauſe the affurances given by thoſe men 
unto them, in the beginning of their engagement, for 
furthering the Church. government intended ; next, by 
reaſon of the Covenant, whereby the Scors conceive us 

_ all to be bound unto the goverament of the Churck 
accor-

according to the Word of God, and the beft Reformed 
Churches abroad,and namely ro the goyernment of the 
Church of Scotland, 

Ever ſince that day to this day,thoſe men having with- 
drawn their temporary aftetion from the Scors , haye 
oppoſed their counſels,and croſſed their proceedings, in 
eycry thing wherein they are concerned , as far:e as in 
them lieth: And this they doe not onely themſelves, 
but draw others,for humane reſpeRs,to lide with chem 
in ſo doing. Yea , ſome there he of this phantaſticall 
opinion in this Kingdeme,, who Rticke not to (ay, that 
they will rather chooſe to joyn with Popery,Prelacy,and 
with whatſoeyer blaſphemy, or hereſic:, then te ſubmit 
to the government of the Church by Presbytery : ſuch 
is the phrenfie of thoſe mad men, 

As thoſe men we ſpoke ofa little above,were, in what 
they could, againft the in bringing of the Scots, and 
thereafter did oppole the ſetting afoot and the continu- 
ance of the Committee of both Kingdomes ; ſo thoſe 
ſecond men, of late, have grumbled,yea to ſome of them 
words have eſcaped, that it was a trouble for the Come 
mittee ro haye the Scors 2djoynts : Yea, it ſeems there 
was a deſigne to do buſinetle without the Scors,and that 
of great moment, wherein both the Nations are con- 
cerned,as may appeare', namely, by naming and afſem- 
bling of a Sub-committee without knowledge of the 
$cots:wherewith the Scots acquainred the houſes by their 
Papers, given in by them about the middle of May laſt. 
Further , the ſecret intelligenee for the ſurpriſing and 
taking of Oxford , ( at an eafie place) then unfurniſhed 
with proviſions , given by one Patric Naper , toa Subs 
Committee of three , whereof, there was one of them a 


Scot, is nepleQted 2 notwithſtanding the Scots did prefle 


ir much, that the thing ſhould be tried ; they could not 
prevaile: The excuſe was, that till the Army then a 
moulding, was in aperfe& frame, they woul undert-ke 
nothing. Morezthe enemy is acquainted with the ſecret 
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advice of the enterpriſe, and that particularly, who be- 
fore had not taken notice of the weakn«fl& of che place 
named by the advice z which the Enemy finding to be 
truegrepaires and Rrengrthens, 

All :his then, is knuowne to be true by intercepted 
Letcers,which have not bcen communicated to the S$coi s 
Commuflioners, notwi hſtanding the common Int: reti. 
I am much miReken, it ir was the Scot who diſcovered 
the advice torhe enemy : Be it who will, ler him lay 
his hand to his heart,and giving glory to God, confefle 
his own wickedn«fle; for at jaſt, ut will be diſcovered to 
his ſhime,I am per{waded. 

When the Army was mou}ded,accerding to the mind 
of {ome few menzthen Oxford mutt be beiieged, and the 
Enemy ſuftered :orun up and downzincreaſe kis Finrces, 
and ſpoile the Countrey yea, to biting all to agieat 
hzard. Yet the new Army muſt 1;e before Oxford, 
wherein there was not the men by third part requifite 
to ſuch a ſiege; far lefſe to take inthe Town: Yeagthoſe 
men who were there, were not furniſhed with materia's 
for the Siege. But, many thinke there was no intention 
to take the Towne by open Siege , by thoſe who were 
contrivers of the defigne , ſince they negle& to try if ir 
eould be done by ſurprife and {:-cret ente: priſe ; All 
this while,the chief Commander was m::{ ready to at 
his part faithfully an4 g2llantly, {$5 he hath done hap- 
pily fir.ce. 

From this Siege the Scots not onely doe openly dif- 
ſents bur alſs did prorcit agoinſt it: Yer when the 1hing 
was ciyed out upon, not onely at home, bur abroad, by 
Forraine'*, who (2id , That the Ener,y was dewourins the 
Fl-ſh,yhile the Parliaments Forces were gnawing the Bone; 
and they did not ſticker ts (aygthat faire dealing was net 
every where , More, the party of Horfes which weie or- 
dained to ti. low the enemy, w:s r<called backe, againſt 
the adyice of the Scory; who having acquainted the 
Houſes of Pailiament with thole paſſages , thculd "wy 
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made knowne to the whole World, that after their own 
conſtant integrity, and ſimple fincerity, more and more 
made known to all, in theſe things, and the faults of 
others {ified out, and thy nor bearing the blame of o- 
ther mens errors, the Service of the publique might go 
the better on, 

Further, it was givenout that the Scors not comming 
South-ward,was the occaſion of all theſe diſorders com- 
mitted by the enemy. 

But, I:t reaſon judge, whether or not, it was caſter 
for an Army, provided with all things for rhe Field 
and marchiog, within few very miles of the Encmy,to 
follow him, difturbe him, and ſtop him f:om increafig 
his Forces,and doing Evill, then toan A_ my above two 
hundred miles diſtant, who not withſtanding their wal- 
lingnefle and readineſſe to march , according to their 
calling South-ward, could get neither draughts, nor ab» 
ſolutely neceſſ+ry provitiens for a march , in ſuch apro: 
portion as was thught very reaſonable. 

The cruth of which may appear, what troubles Gene” 
rall Leſl-y found at R-ppon,'o get proviſions 2nd draughts, 
and how he went to Tork to that efleG,bur to yery (mall 
purpoſe. 

Let things be tried;and no longer thus carried in hug= 
oer=mugger, to the prejudice of the publique Service. 

We have heard , how that, and upen whit cccakon, 
ſome of thoſe, who had bcen ſo intimate with the Scozs 
Commiſlioners, leave them, nezle& them, and oppoſe 
them in their procecdings,ſo far as they can in a ſmooth 
way above-board,to ſay nothing of what is done under- 
hand, | 

So in this place,you ſhall take notice,how thar,on the 
other {ide,there be divers of thoſe, who formeily had ca- 
red (o litle for the S:ots,thar rhty neither favoured their 
in coming,nor thereafter had 2fliſted them ſo willingly, 
in their honeſt & faichful endcavcr for theadvancement 
of the publike Service;n-1w,at laſt, bethinking themſelves 
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of their owne error, and how that, withont reaſon,they 
had been jealous of the Scots, they begin to goe along 
with them more freely and earneſtly in the publique 
Workc,then they had done heretofore; which the Scots, 
minding mainly the furthering of the Service of the 
common Cauſe , take kindly ar their hands, and wel- 
come the expreſſions of their good :#-E&ion to the Ser- 
vice, with reſpeQive civility 3 wiſhing from their heart, 
that thoſe who are now withdrawn from them , would 
returne unto their wonted correſpondencezin (1ncere and 
brotherly unanimiry, for carrying on the hcavy and te- 
dious Work,now lying upon them all. 

Upon this,tkere is a great murmuring againſt the Scots, 
that they had quite lefc off honeſt and el-affeQed men, 
and taken ſ:-mi- Malignants by the hand, who not onely 
had becn ſlacke and backward in the purſuance of the 
publique Service z but. adverſe unto themſelves in par- 
ticalar. To all this the Scots doe declare truly , that as 
when they came hither at firſt, they tooke no intereſt 
in any man more then they judged him, in all appea- 
rance, to intereſt himſelfe heartily, withont by-ends, in 
the common Cauſe; and, as yet , they doe the ſame, 
reſolved to continue ſo unto the end, conſtaat to their 
firſt Principles : and, it any men have withdrawn them- 
ſelves from them , not willing to goe conſtantly along 
with them in this neceſſary courſe , they are ſorry for 
thoſe, of whoſe conſtancy they were in a kind afſured + 
and they declare to the World , that they neither gave, 
nor intend to give any juſt diftaſte in their particular to 
any: But if men will ſauffe, becauſe they are not hu- 
moured inall things, who can helpe it > The Scors did 
thinke, attheir comming in; to have nothing to doe 
with children and womcn, who muſt be humoured; 

but, wiihſctand ſaid rationall men, without any by- 
_reſpes, or private Fancies, wholly conſtant to the 
Cauſe both of Church and State, 2s we are all (worn by 
the Solemne Oath of the Nationall Coyenant : get a

Yer, there is one thing I cannot paſſe, and it is this g 
There be hardly any divifions among thele of this fide,

The Scots tooke occaſion to give theſe advices to the 
Parliament, upon information given them , firſt, that 
divers new men,and of little or no experience, were pre- 
ferred by indire& meanes, and were to be imployed in 
places of command,for by-ends : then, that there were 
Clvers likewiſe named for prefterment and imployment, 
who not only were ſyuſpcQed to be inclining to Schiſmes 
and Scas ; but allo profeſſed Encmies to what is exe 
prefied in the Nationall Covenant concerning the 
Church, and con{cquently to the common Cauſe we are 
all ſworn tos 

T hefe adviſes of the Scots, although they were not fo 
much regarded as was needfull , yer they did produce 
this effe& , that divers men of known worth and expe- 
rience , were named to be kept in the new mould, al- 
though many were pu: out,and new men unknowne for 
M:licaty vertue put in their places: 

Next, after a great debate in the Houſes, it is ordai- 
ned that all the Commanders ſhould take the Cove- 
nant 
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nant, under paine of caſhiering, betwixt ſuch and ſuch 
a cay : But how this Order is obſerved, I know not ; 
| doubt it is not ſo well as it ſhould be, As for the 
common Snuldiers, it was not to be HOSN upon them, 
which makes men admire, nor well knowing the rea= 
ſon of things , how thar the priſoners Souldiers raken 
of the enemy ſhould baye che Oath tendered unto 
them, in token of their imbiacing the Parliaments 
party and cauſe; and thele Souldiers of the Parliaments 
owne {ide,are not to be tyed to the Oath of the Natio- 
nall Coycnant. Fu: ther,all men ſuſpeRed to favour the 
adye: s party, brought before the Committees , namely 
of Examination, have the Oath puc to them , which if 
they refuſe, they are cenſured Maliznants ; yet the Par 
liaments Souldiers are ro be fr:c from the Oath,if they 
pleaſe-Yea,many were aſtoniſhed to hear that it was de= 
bated in the Houſes,whether thoſe of the Armies ſhould 
be put to the Oath of the folemne League,or no; where- 
unto the Houſes themſelves are ſworne to, and for the 
maintenance of which, we all now ſtand, or ar leaſt we 
ought to and, being (worn to ir by fo lawfull and ne- 
cellary an Oathe 

The reaſon why ſome men are backward to take the 
Oath, is that they are adyers to the Government of the 
Church by Presbytery, which the Parliament is now a 
ſetling,although the bulineſle doe not goe on ſo quickly 
as by many is wiſhed,by reaſon of ſo many rubs caſt in 
by ſeverall forts of men, partly through ignorance, 
partly in oppoſition to the thing, for reaſons far other 
then thoſe they hithcrto have given out , howeyer 
ſpecious. Ar this occ:ſion, it was ſpoken publiquely 
by one who is a prime man among thoſe who are ayers 
from the Government abovenamed of the Church, 
that, alchough in his judgement , ( for ſo now adaies 
is opinion named ) he did not approve Preshyteriall- 
Government in the Church ; yt he at all times would 
ſubmit to whatfoever Church-government the Par- 
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liament ſhould ſettle , ether by paſſive or aQive obe- 
diene. 

To th's is anſwered 3 Whoſocver faith that he will 
obey an Order or Law by pſlive obedicnce, isalready 
aaively in diſobedience. Fuithcr , to call obedience 
pallivezis as gceat an abſucdity, as to call blacke, white z 
for oedience is nothing at all but the a of oveying, 
and to call an at paſſive, is abſurd z ation and paſſion 
be:ng more diffrent then blacke and white,for they are 
T019 genere, diltancz and blacke and white are under 
Unum genus, not onely Summun of quality, but alſo Sub- 
alcern of colour+ 

Further, all yertue conſilts in aRtion ;, fo obedience 
being a vertue, cannot be (2id to be paflive, rhatis, in 
paſſion, Wherefore he who fiilt did invent the «xprefiton 
of paſlive obcdience, aid nat weigh what he faid, no 
more th:n thoſe who ſince, not conh1cering the exatt 
diſtin&tion of things , have taken it up at che ſecond 
hand,and haye made ſo general! uſe of it He who thinks, 
that by his paſſion, he giveth obedicnce unto the Law, 
is migh ily miſtaken; for, ſuffering, or paſſton, is laid 
upon a min forh:s not obey:inggand to make him obey, 
Example: Amin for debt is put in p:ifon 3 the impri-= 
ſfonment wah:ich the debror ſuffers, is not obedience te 
the Law , but a means employed to bring him uito the 
obetience thereof, that is,unto the paying of the debt.

Whuch ſaying is injurious,in my mind 3 for, to ayer 
or publith,: hat the Parliament did nor frem the begin=- 
ning intend a truc Reformation of Religion , is a great 
w.ong done tothe W:(deme of the Pai I. ament; for how 
canihe Parliament be ſaid or ih-ught to be wile in 
God,without it hath his feare be(o e1:Seyes ? and how 
can the Parliament be ſaid to have thefeare of God be= 
foe its cyes, it it hath no care of the eftabliſhing the 
Tiwih of Reljgion,znd to rep: {Ic the criours? I cannot 
conce:ve z for withour the true Yyorth:p of God,.here 
can be 110 true feare of him : Then, it is molt falſe ; for 
from che firit beginning , did not the Parliament cx + 
preſſe,thar i; maine]y intendeda true Reformation , by 
divers i. ſtances, namely by theic 1k Declaration, al- 
though now and then it ha:h beep at a ſtand how to goe 
through with it, by reaſon ct the lets that the Enemies 
of the T:uth hath cit till in to this day,by op. n oppo= 
ſition and clandeſtine undermining? witneſte the pul 
ling down of the þjzh Commiſſion-Courr,the curbin 
of the Piclates tyranny , che making faithfuil filenced 
Miniſters freely p each 3 and fo ſoon as the occalion 
cas it ſelfegis it not imbraced, to throw the Prclates 
out of the Church, 2s Enemies to the Truth of God ? 
Then the calling of the Synod : which things, w:th dis 
vers morc, the Parl:ament had neyer done, if it had not 
intended mainly the Reformation of the Church and 
of Religion. 

I mult confefſe, the buſineſſes in the Synod did goe 
on bur very remifly , before the Scors joyning , by the 
Nationall Coyenant , with the Parliament, who hath 
fince prefſed it Comewhat more homezand yet it goes on 
but very ſl»wly, not ſo much by the open oppohition of 
the protefſcd Enemy , as bytke crafty infinuation of

wiſe men will never belicye, that thoſe who are for 
confuſion inthe Church, are for the ſerled ordering of 
the State. 

Further, if the Parl1ament did not make Religion at 
firſt its maine quarrell it ſtood for, and tooke Armes for, 
I pray you then when did the Parliament begin to make 
the Reformation of the Church its.maine quarrell? At 
the joyning with the Scots by a Nationall Covenant, 
perhaps you will ſay; If ſo be, when England hath a ſetled 
Reformation of the Church, according to the Word of 
God, the practice of the karſt ages, and of the beſt Re- 
formed Churches now adaies,it may thanke their poore 
Friends, aiſtrcfſed at this time for their ſake, andneg* 
le&ed by divers. 

I am aſſuredghe that ſaith that the Parliament did not 
intend mainly Reformation from the beginning, careth 
but little for himfelfe. Next,he makes the maine quars 
re{l of the Parliament to be the Freedome and Liber y 
of the Subject. If under the notion of Freedome and 
Liberty, were underſtood firſt a free and liber profcfli- 
on of the Truth ina ſetled Reformed Church, as afore- 
ſaid, it were well 3 and in the ſecond place, the honeſt 
Freedome and juſt Liberty in temporary things ſuch is 
the freedome thar the truely reformed Churches abroad 
bave conſtantly ſerght for to this day 5 who when they 
obtain the frt,th:y ftand not ſo much upon the ſecond. 
But, let us ſee a lircle what can be the meaning of the 
Eceedom and Liberty of the SubjeR,without Religion :

Yea, 
nk, Which is the worſt , this burden muſt continue , God 
- (lex, KNOWS how Jong, beſides the way of levying it by the 
' inferior Officers, which makes the taxes more grievous; 
"*Y and the beſt affe&ed men , for the moſt part , are moſt 
—— loaden 3 ſuch is the cry and complaint of the people 
through the City and Countreys 
So , it the Subject had not the gaine of a Reformed 
ſeredChurch and Religion,he were ina worle caſe then 
formerly, Next there 1s found bur very little more juſt 
and honeſt Liberty for the Subjc&, then before ; onely 
the Seftaries take greater Licence then they were wont 
"mm to doe; and phantaſticall men,to vent their idle image 
9) nations,”nd to abuſe the ſimpler ones ; as likewiſe ſcur- 
bare rilous fellowes take upon them to ſay and write what 
glonka:* they liſt againſt truth and goodneſfle. 
jos All which is a mcerelicentiouſneſle and libertinage, 
wr! tending to the trouble of the people , and not to their 
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good,ſo far is it from the Liberty of honeſt and diſcreet 
men,who dcf1:eth and ought: to live,within the bounds 
of £o00d and wholiome conſticutions both of Church 
and State» What is (:13 hereof taxes , is not to blame 
them ; for it is known, there muſt be tribute levied for 
the (upporting of the burdens of the Common wealth, 
namely and moſt, in time of War, for its yood and 
benefit ; bur, ro make known the abuſe , that it may be 
amcnded. 

Art the beginning of theſe Wars here in England, be« 
twixt the King and Parliament , boch parties did draw 
unto them ſo many of the Scots Officers as ihey could 
conveniently; neither of them having then in their own 
opinion ſuch Commanders, or, at leaſt, in {ach number 
as to make their Armies compleat to their mind,of their 
own men, 

So the Fcors were imploycd inchicfe and prime plas 
ces of command, on both {1des * hence divers men in- 
different,nor as yer engaged by aft-crion to either party, 
conceuving thit neither party could have knowne how 
to mannage,or gocon with the War , withcu: the Sc 
Commanders , witkcd thoſe $c9ts many milcs b. yond 
I. as 

To the King went and tooke Service of him, not 
onely dive's who had been Aalignants from the fi 
beginning; butalſo, ſome ſuperticiall Covenancers, 
who not diving into buanclles, did make ſmall ſcru* 
pulc to ſerve the King in this War, it not being 
again{t the Letter of their Covenant , as they con- 
ceived 3 for, the King proteſting from day to day, 
tha: he would ſtand firme to the truc Religion , and 
maintaine ic, his intentlon in taking up Armcs, being 
oncly to repriſe ſome !aRtious perſons who had at- 
fronted bim 3 and the Parlia nent not thea making it 
ſo cleare to ever y anc, by their expreſſions, th3t the 
maine quarrcil rhe adveſary had, was the | 
Relivion, mae ſome not to gdiſcerne things ſocicarely 
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as orherwaycsthey had ens had been more 
plainly ſer down. | 

To the ſervice of the Parliament, come divers of 
good affeCtion , being perſwaded that the quarrell of 
England , was one and the {ame with that in Scot- 
land , how ſoever by the cunning of the adverſary diſ- 
guiſed, andalthough nor then ſo cleared by the Par- 
lament as was needs . 

The Enemy ſecing that ſundry Scors Officers and 
Commanders were undertaking ſervice under the 
Parliament, by his Emiflaries up and down , doth 
what he can to draw them on his tide , or, at leaſt, to 
make them keep off from ſerving the Parliament. In 
this he did prevaile with ſome, who will have their 
juſt reward in due time; 

Then, after the Warre began, and ſome Field- 
ations being done, the Enemy perceiving how that 
divers Sccts Officers had carried themſclves gallantly, 
in the ſervice of the Parliament, returns again to his 
former courſes , and dealJeth by his Infttuments and 
Agents here, 10 corrupt and debauch thoſe men of 
Command , upon whom the eyes of many were ; 
the Agents of the Enemy goe craftily to work , to 
compaſſe their ends upon thoſe men) for , firſt, 
by cunning inſinuartions, they enter in privacy with 
them; Next, they make them faire promiſes, with 


ſpecious words of rhe Kings good intentions to- 


wards the publike good of both Church and State, 
and of the particular eſteem he had of their worth and 
deſcrts ; Then thoſe good Agents for the Enemy, 
underhand, cauſe give diſtaſte ro the Scots Officers, 
by negleRing of them, and otherwayes, yea, by ſome 
Boutefeux there were ofthem quarrelled in Weſtziaſter- 
Hall, with reproach that they took the mcar our of the 
Engliſh mouthes , who could manage and purſue the 
War as well, atlcaſt, as they. 

If this quarre}lhad notbeentimely rakenup by the 
Wiſdom of the Parliament * had grown £o a great 
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heigth, according to the deſigne and delire of the 
Encmy« 

This crafty dcaling of the adverſary by his Agents, 
did prevuile fo far, rhat {ome of the Scots Officers, not 
ſo touched with the intereſt of the good Cauſeas they 
ought to have been, nor as they outwardly profeſſed, 
Icft off the Service of the Parliament for a time, upon 
LI kncw not what fooliſh excuſe; and rhercafter, upon 
a change,fell to the Work again. Next, there were 
ochers ſo far perſwaded,zas tolay down their Commiſe 
fions,and go io the Enemy and ſervechim for awhile; 
and thercafter lcaving him, returned hither again, 

The Scots Officers with the Enemy were in high 
eſteem , ard in good reſpe& among, thoſe they did 
ſerve , till the State of Scotland joyned with the Par- 
lament of England, in ation for the common Cauſe; 
from thence, by little and lirrle , the Scots with the 
Encmy became ſo to be negJected and 11] thought of, 
that there were many of them conſtrained to goe 
away, and others have been raken ard killed by this 
ſide, {o thar, for the preſent, there be very few, at 
leaſt of any note, with the Enemy. 

On this ſide likewiſe, the Scots Officers, notwith= 
ſtanding the State of Scotland was now intcrefled and 
joyned with the Parliament, by degrees came to be 
little regarded , negle&cd, and divers of them laid 
aſide , after rhat ſundry of them had loſt their lives, 
Fghting valiantly for the Cauſe , others had loſt 
their blood, and cthers ſuffered impriſonment ; at 
izſt, at the making up of the new Modell, were ca= 
{liercd of the Srots, in one day, above two hundred of 
them,bravefellows,who conſtantly had carried them- 
felves with honeſty and gallantry , without giving 
them any ſatisfaftion, or ar leaſt very little, for whac 
is juſtly due unto them, and'coſt ſome of them very 
deare: Tae reaſon given out againſt them, was, That 
20t being ſuch Proteffors of holinefle as was required, 
itwas to be feared they would not be fo carneſt and ſo 
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forward, as was needfull , in chis new 
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Cauſe: ſo, they reſolve to go to the Forces of their 
Countrey-men, and ſerve with them in the ſame 
Cauſe; and ſend ſome of them, accompanied with 
a numher of good fellows, before , towards the Scots 
Army, till the rcſt were ready, 

Thoſe Scots who went away firſt towards their 
Countrey-men , being upon their journey , they 
chanced to be at and near Leiceier , when tic Enemy 
made h1s approaches to that place. The Scots,in meer 
kindnefſe and love to thoſe who were engaged with 
them in the Common Cauſe, without any Commiſ- 
fion from the Parliament, or from the Scots Gen :rall, 
ſtay and help their Friends : and how manfull their 
carriage was, in the afliſtance of their Brethren, is ſo 
known , that it will never be forgotten, when there 
is any mention of Leiceſter buſincfſe, In generall, 1 
will ſay this of them ; Thar, if they had been ſe- 
conded, the Towne of I cicefter had net been raken 
by the Enewy ; but, having expected aſliſtance fiom, 
thoſe whom they came to help,after divers had proda- 
galized their blood ( ſome were killed & ſomeraken) 
with the loſle of their Liberty and of all they nad, they 
wereconftrained to yeeli ro force, not withour being 
admired by the vanquours for their va!our. There- 
after, thoſe that were taken priſoners, finding thei; 
opportunity , lay hold on ir ar the fiſt, 3nd rthcy 
carry the buſincfic ſo, that they nor only gaine thei? 
own freedome, bur make themſelves Maſtcrs of rhoſe 
in whoſe hands they were. 

If thoſe things had been done by ſome other men, 
all the Pamphlcrs about che Ciry of Lodo, ſhould 
have been ſu) of them. | 
PRO | © 2 Io 
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Inthis buſineſle, albcir 2, Scots did exprefle their 
kindneſſcreally to rheir friends,and made known their 
valourto all; yer here, I muſt tell you, they did not 
ſhew rheir prudence ; for , if the Enemy had known 
them to have no Commiſſion, ( as they had none )by 
Lay ofArms he had given them no quarter, 

On the one fide, the ignorance ofthe Enemy did 
hinderhim to deal with the Scots, being in his power, 
according to the rigour of the Law of Arms ; Onthe 
other ſide, their valo-ir and kindnefſe did prevaile 
little for thanks or r:«compence from thoſe, for whoſe 
ſervice they had undergone ſuch hazard. 

At thefrawing of the new Modell, were caſhiered 
many, yea almoſt allche Scnts Ofticers, as we have 
been ſpeaking ; yet, were named four Generall Of= 
ficers of the Scotsto be kept in the new Army; which 
ſome did for the good opinion they had of the worth 
and uſefulncf[: of choſe men for rhe ſervice : Others 
did it, left the people ſhould enquire why ſo many 
Scots at one time thould be rhus pur our of ſervice, 
whoſe faithſuinefle and forwardneſle was known, be- 
ing {rce of the guilc of the late miſcarriage of things 
in the Fields. 

Thoſe few Officers, although they were named 
to be kept in the new Modell ; they did conceive, 
that they had racitely their 2metus eſt z firſt , by 
caſhiering their Countrey-men, who were known to 
be well deſerving and faithful men unto the Cove- 
nant, ( which is the Rule of that we fight for ) and 
by naming them to inferiour employments in this 
new Model), then to what they had come to be pre- 
ferred to by their own vertue, Next, by bringing in 
new men, nct acquainted with War, in equall com- 
mand with them, and under them, and ſome of thoſe 
profeſſed not ro favour the Coyenant , unto which 
the Scots were reſolved to ſtick to ; So,they thought 
fir to take rhe courſe of their other Countrey-men, 

and to lay doyn their Commiſſions for feare of hs 
TICK 
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ther inconyenience, a8 if any miſchance ſhoull 
fall our, apprehending the blame thould be caſt upon 
them ; and then they could hardly expe true fel - 
lowſhip or obedience to orders inthe ſervice, of thole 
in that Army who had another minde then they con- 
cerning the buſineſſes, as it is exprelſed in the Cove» 
nant. The diſobedience thereafter of ſomc, in the 
new Modell, to the expreſſe Ordinances of Parlia- 
ment, made this apprehenſion good, 

Vpon this, there is a great cry given out againſt 
thoſe few Scots, as if they had abandoned the ſervice 
at ſuchatime ofnecd, bur never a word how that two 
hundred Scors had been pur off rhe ſervice. 

Here it may bee asked, Whether thoſe few Scots 
were more in the wrong to the publike ſervice, by 
laying down their Commiſſions, ſerving ſtill the 
ſame Caulc, with thoſe who are conſtant to their 
principles with them , then thoſe who pur off the 
ſervice at one time, two hundred valiant and well 
delerving men. 

I could have wiſhed,for my part,and have ſaid it of- 
ren, that thoſe few men had laid aſide all conſideration 
and apprehenſion , howſoever juſt , and continued in 
the Model], leaving the event of things ro God. 

Now it is ſaid, that God hath blef:d the hone» 
ſty and piety of ſome men extraordinarily, inthe new 
Army, ſo that great things are done by ir. 

I acknowledge with a thankfu}l heart ro God, rhar 
he, in his mercy , hath done great rhings of Jatc b 
that Army; bur nothanks xo the profeſlion of holineſle 
ofthis or that man, profcſlion bcing often a cloak for 
intereſt and faftion; Vnder God, we muſt nor forget 
thanks to rhe valiant and proſperous Generall, who 
is acknowledged by all ro be truly hon<{t and faich- 
full rothe Covenant, and little ſpoken of, 

Then , howſoever God in his good Providence 
doth great things by weak & inconſiderable men ; yet 

am certain, iris the ſurcſt way ro employ men 6 
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kill and of experience, iu any work we are going 
abou: 3 and ſurcly , we cannot look for a goad ſuc- 
ccſſe of any bulincfle whatſoever, when we neglect 
ro cmploy thoſe whom God hath fitred with ablity 
for thework,if we can have ſuch. 

I know , God is above all rule ; but, this is the 
ordinary courſe, both with God and among men; the 
examples are ſo clear in all buſinefſes among the fons 
of me:, that it is idlc toalledge any; onelyTI ſhall 
lay, that there is more of this choyce of fit men to be 
remarked in the War. then in any other thing among 
men, aSirhath been obſerved of old by judicious men; 
yet God,in War, morethcn in any thingelſe, ſheweth 
his over-ruling power, and that he is above the ordi- 
nary courſe of things. Bur, ro put God ro ſhew here 


his over-ruling hand, in an extraordinary way, with- 


out need, is a kinde of ten;prting of him; for, fince 
he hath, in his wiſe Diſpenſa 10n . ordained ar. or- 


dinary courſe for doing of bufinefles, ro be uſed by 
men fitted by him or the work , he promiſed tacicely 
his :jefling rhereunto, providing always thatwe rely 
one}y up nl:1m, a:d not upon theſecond cauſes. 

Morc, in all c'13 ſucceſſe there was never more {cen 

of $0d, and 'cfle of men and thole men who would 
nke men belecye that they are the doers of all, if 
things werenearl: 1ryed, will be found to be far ſhort 
in their ſharc of the ation, however they be deep in 
praiſe, 

A word more 2 Jt was not without a myſtery ,thart 
io many gallant Officers of bot Nations wete Ca- 
ſhierd under pr<: xr of want of piety and honeſty, be- 
ing free of any guilt of ''1e /ormer miſcarriages; and 
yet the ordinary ſouldiers kept Ctill in the ſervice, 
whoſe piery is known 10 be lefle, as men of little and 
Tmall breeding, and fo of lefſe knowledge of God and 
of themſei ves, and conſcquently not ſo given ro che 
practice of goodnefſc,and io abſtratt from evill, have- 
-0g bur ſma}l light, rhey cannot do ſo well as others, 
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who have better breeding then they ; and upon mi- 
ſtake they may more eaſily be brought over ro do? 
what is amiſle for themſelves and for others, yea, for 
the publike ſervice of Church and State, and ſe be- 
come a prey to abuſers and deceivers, 

Moreover, there 1s a great ſtir about Carlle , now 
in the hands of the Scots, for the ſervice of the Par-- 
liament. For the berter underſtanding of things, we 
(hall rake them art a further riſe. 

So long as theſe two Kingdoms were under tie 
ſeverall Princes, Carlile and Berwick were two Ga- 
riſon-Towns upon the Frontiers; but ſoſoon as theſe 
Kingdoms did come unto one Princes hands, thoſe 
places wercordered to be forſaken, and their fortifica- 
tions raſed , and to bee no more a partition wall ; 
which was done accordingly, and ſo they remained 
for many years, till of Jate, that is, till the beginning 
of the firſt croubles of the Scors with the abuſed King, 
who cauſed then to repaire thoſe places in ſome kinde, 
and put Garifons in them, 

Thereafter , at the firſt pacification upon the 
Frontiers, bertwixt the King and the Scots, thoſe 
places were tobe relinquiſhed, as they had beene 
formerly,

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The King , beginning his barbarous War againſt 
the Parliament, makes Carle ſure, which by degrees 
inſenfibly he furniſheth with a ſtrong Gariſon , 2nd 
Munition accordingly, as a place fit for his purpole for 
vexing of the Scots upon occaſion, whom he did forc- 
ſee would not fide with him in this wicked de- 
ene , if they were not oppoſite unto him ; and for 
receiving his Iriſh Rebels, ro do miſchict ro both 


Kingdoms as they pleaſed, if they were nor Ropped. 
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Andſo, fincethen, Ws. "A it, tillwirhin theſe 
few dayes; ard ithath ſerved for a ſear and a paflage 
for troubling both kingdoms, 

The Houles of Parliament , onthe cther fide, a 
little after, poſlefle themſelves of Berwick, which 
the King did not regard {o much, as not ſ© confider- 
able for his purpoſe; andalſo, ir was too much in the 
eyes of men to beſciſed upon by him, ar the firſt be 
ginning, 

Whenrhe Scots come into Exgland, art this time, to 
help their Brethren, who had bin ſo kinde unto them 
in their troubles, 3nd whoſe Fathers had afſiited their 
Fathers in the Cauſe of Reformation and Liberty ; 
by agreement berwixtthe Parliament and them, they 
had Berwick delivered up unto them, for facilitating 
Their eutry, andadvancingthe Service they engaged 
themſclvesin ; and if Carlile had bin in the power of 
the Parliament then,ichad bin deliver<d untorhe Scots 
Without any more ado, as frcely as Berwick was, for 
the very ſame reaſon. Yea more, if it had bin requi- 
red then, it had bin prowiſed unta the Scots : I d'» not 
mean of neccſlity, but of meere conlideration to rhe 
publike Service. 

Now, the Northen Countrey of Zzgland, through 
Gods Mercy, being pretty well cleared by rhe help of 
the Scots, of the open profeſſed and declared Come 
mon Enemy ; it is chought fic, firſt ro bluck up, and 
then tobehtge Carlzle ; The Scots undertake the buſt 
NCl:c, and to this purpoſe, ſent of their Army hither 
A party of Loih Hor{e and Foot, under the command 
of a Genera!l] Cfhcer, and he bath ſome * orces of 
the Counirey to ailiſt aad help him, in the perfor= 
mance of the leryice;z i. hich the Scots did not ſo 
haidly prefleastoſtorm the Town,for ſparing of blood 
which they are loth to thed, if the bufinefle can be 
carried on -therwaves, * witneſſe New-caſile, where 
they ſh!:nned to ſhed blood, and being conſtrained to 
Ir, they did ſhedas little blood asever hath been ſeen 
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upon ſuch an occaſion ) ſo rhey reſolve to take the 
Town by want of necelilary proviſion. 

Some of rhoſe of the Countrey, who were joynt 
with the Scots in the {ervice,were ſo far from helping 
them, thar, by the rreachery of their Leaders, they 
did what they could not only to hinder the buſinefle, 
but alſo to wrong the Scots in what: was in their 
power; for, when they were ordered to keep their 
own quarters frialy, and ſuffer nothing to go unto 
the Enemy ; andif he ſallicd ourof theTown, to 
fall upon him ; they were fo far from performing 
their Order , that when it was in rheir power to hure 
the Encmy , they ſhot powder withour bullets ar 
him , and privately they ſuffered proviſion to be 
carried unto him through their quarters ; yea, by 
ſecret combination , they agreed with the Enemy, 
that if he would ſally our, and fall upon the Scots 
quarters, they ſhould yeeld no help unto them, al- 
though they were joynt with them inthe ſervice, 

Which proceedings of ſome of the North Cuuntrey 
men, by the knavery of ſome of the Commanders, 
whereof the chieflarely had bcen in open Rebe]lion 
againſt the Parliament, under the Earl of New-caſi/e ; 
being made known unto the Scots, they had a nearer 
eyertotheir actions, and obliged them thereafter to 
play fairer play : Thoſe double-minded Lead:rs, ſec- 
ing themſelves diſappointed of their former intents by 
the care of the Scots, 20 another way rowork ; and 
perceiving by the vigilance of the Scots, that the 
Town, receiving no help from withour, muſt render 
it ſelfe ; underhand, and nor acquainting the Scots, 
Enter in a private Treaty with the Enemy, and offer 
him great conditions, 

This being alſo diſcovered by the Scots, cauſed 
them ſummon the Town , and offer to it reaſonable 
conditions, which the Enemy did accept, although 
they were not ſo adyantageous for him, in all points, 
as thoſe offered by the others © |

The reaſon why the Enemy did accept the Scots 
cengitions, and not the others, was, firſt , Hee 
could not truſt to any condition from thoſe who 
were {o wicked, that they were not truſty rothe par- 
ry they profefied themſelves to be of, and to their aſ.- 
Toctates, 

Next, The Enemy ſecing the chiete man, among 
thoſe double ones , ro be but an inferiour Officer, 
and one who never had ſecn greater War then the 
plundering and ſpoyling of his own Countrey, under 
the Earl of New=caſtle, with whom he had been a 
L icvtenant Colonel],at the moſt,and now ar this time 
prefcrred, for fomcends, ro be a Colonel]. Then, 
tnere was no Committee there, who could authorize 
him to capitulare, or make good his Capitulation, 
where the Scots were for, by agreement berwixtthe 
Scets and the Parliament , things of conſequence in 
the War, wherein the Scots had a hand, were to be or- 
dercd by the Committee of both Kingdoms upon the 
place, or refiging with the Scots Army, and thar not 
bcing (as there was none then ) by the Scots Generall 
his Order ; and fo he ordained, according to the firſt 
agreement, Lievtenant Generall Zavid Leſley ro rake 
in the Town, upon ſuch conditions as he ſhould 
think fit for the good of the publike ſcrvice, and 
pur a Gariſon in it, 

Thoſe who came out of the Town , were condu- 
&ted unto Iorceſter, who were but fix ſcore when they 
arrived thither, the reſt being fallen away in their 
march, either upon conſideration of the publike, or 
of their own private intereſt. 

Thus Caylzle is put in obedience of the Parliament, 
ror the publike ſervice, according to the firſt agree- 
ment 3 And if the Scots had not foll,wed the buli- 
nefle, in all appearance, it either had ſtill remained 
in the hands of open Enemies, or, at leaſt, had fallen 
in the hands of thoſe Malignants, who ncither have re- 
ipect to the credit of the Parliament , ner regard to 
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the good of the people ; for they diſhouour the one, 
and waſte the other. 

All the while that the Scots wete before Carlzle, 
there was not onely a negle&, bur ſuch a malice 
againſt chem, from {ome ot the chief Leaders of the 
Country there, that they had ſtarved for want,iithe 
Generall had norſent a good part of the moneys that. 
he had forthe marching and raking the Ficld of the 
Army. Thus is the publique ſerved by ſome of the 
Countrey-Commitrees, abuling the Authority they 
have from the Parliament. 

After allthis, the Scots are cryed out upon by Ma- 
benants ; yea, they write to the Houſes againſt them 
as Encemicsto the publique good,torhe Parliament, 
and to the people of England, notwithſtaneing thar, 
ſince the vcry firſt beginning of theſe troubles they 
have carried themſelves faithfully , honeſtly, and 
kindly towards England, in deſpite of all Enemies, 
and particularly towards the Parliament, who were 
the cauſe of allembling 1t, continuing it, and preſer- 
ving it,firſt from the great plot made againſt; nexr, 
by aRively upholding irwhen itwos very low, as it 
was at their 1n-coming. 

Thereaſon why the Scots havepur aGariſon of their 
ewn men in Carl:le, for a time, is from rhe conſtituti. 
on of the preſent affaires in both Kingdomes; for, 
having found ſuch vaſe and wicked dealing, by ſome of 
the chief men in the Northern Gountreys, they did 
not conceive it fit for the publique Service,to put the 
place in the hands of thoſe who already poſleffed 
with power (by ſome unfaithful ones, truſted by the 
Parliament with the ordering of things in thoſe pla. 
ces)do nothing bur oppoſethedefign © feh eParliamenr 
expreſled in the Covenant, andopprelic the people,as 
is made known untothe Parliament by the Commiſ- 
floners from thoſe Countreys, ( men of credit and 
worth, who haye done and ſuffered much for tie cauſe 
againſtthe Common Enemy } ſent hither from many

good people, to + againſt thoſe wicked ones, 
Enemics te God and ro hispeople: And when it ſhall 
be thought fit for the Common good of both Nations, 
now ſo united, it willwith all cheerfulneſfle be left by 
the Scots ; And to this, the State of Scorland will 
willingly engage it {clfe by all che aſlurances can be 
required in reaſon. 

The common Enemy, fince he could not keep out 
Carlilein open War againſt the Parliament, dorh his 
next beſt ro have it in the Maltenants, his Friends, 
hands,thar ar leaſt indireRly, he may do his work ; 
and ſince he failed of both thoſe, he ſtriveth by his 
Emiſſaries and Agents to make ir an apple of diſcord 
betwixt the two united Nations ; bur this will faile 
him alſo, how cunningly ſoever he goes about this 
deſigne ; for, the Wiſdome of both States is ſuch, 
that the miſtake will be taken away ſhortly, and that 
the State of England will ſee clearly , the Scots in poſ- 
{eſling themſelves of Carli'e , and excluding rhoſe wic- 
ked ones above mentioned, have notonly done a good 
piece of l{ervice to the publike and the Common 
Cauſe of both Kingdoms ; but alſo, in particular to 
rhe well-afteQed people in thoſe parts, who are under 
the heavy preflureof thoſe wicked men, and had been 
far more, if they had more poxer, whereunto the poſ- 
ſe{lion of Carlile was ſuch an addition, that it would 
make them double Tyrants and Brigants. 

As the common Enemy , not only by open Warre 
by Land, but alſo vy falſe undermining by his Agents 
and Inſtruments, who partly are abſolurely addi&ted 
to his wickeddeſign, partly by intereſt of preferment 
and benefit, alrhoughthey care bur little forhis ends, 
Cin the Field and in the Counſell, in the City and in 
the Countrey ) do what they can, with all care and 
forecaſting, ro ſtop the publike ſervice by many and 
many wayes; this is known too wel), to be ſo littlere- 
garded : Even ſo by Sea, he ſteereth the ſame courſe; 
for, not only by open War he doth oppoſe the pub- 
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like Work now 1n hand, in taking and deſtroying all 


that he can; bur likewiſe hc uſeth indire& meancs by 
the help of his Inſtruments for the hinderance of the 
ſervice ofthe Common Cauſcnow in hand. 

Hence it is, that the Parl:ament Ships, nor ſo vi- 
gorouſly oppoſing the Enemy, and not giving timely 
aſſiſtance to their Friends, interefted in the Cauſe ; 
ſo many of the Enemy his Ships, without reſiſtance, 
goup and down {o frecly, and that there are fo many 
Ships,Barks, &c.borh Engliſh and Scots, taken by the 


Enemies. 


Further, the Coaſts of Scotland, are not ſo carefully 
guarded and kepr, as they were promiſed to be , by a- 
greement , which hath given and giveth ſt1]] a grear 
advantage tothe Enemy, and hath done a great hure 
to rhe Friends who are employed in the Cauſe with 
them againſt the Common Encmy, and inthem to 
the ſervice of the Cauſe. 

Theſe things have given occaſion of complaints to 
many men, bemoaning their own condition , and 
how that the good of the people, and the ſervice of 
the Common Cauſe, are no m-:re and better looked 
to; yea, ſome in grief of heart, after their great 
ſufferings, hardly taken notice of by thoſe of whom 
they expect ſome redreſlc, ſay in their paſſion,that not 
only thcre is a great negleQ, bur in appearance there 
is ſome ſecret connivence by thoſe who ſhould follow 
this ſervice. But to another bulinefle, 

It is known to every one almoſt , how thar for 
many and many dayes and mecrtings, there hath 
been a grear dea] ado in the Synod with ſoine few 
fatious and fantaſticall head+ſtrong ones ( men 
withaut love to the Peace of the Church of God ) 
for the Government of the Church by Parechi- 
a\l Presbyrteries, ſubaltern to Claſlicall, and Claſ- 
ficall ſubalternro Synodicall; which all bcing, after 
ſo many debates with Patience, Gogdnefle, and 
Charity rowards thoſe men, demonſtrated evidently

to be acccordirg ta the Word of God, wherein it is 
grouncied, conform to the praftice of the Church 
planted and governed by the * pcſtles and their ſuc. 
ceflors,ftor above two hundred yeers after Chriſt ; and 
conform likewiſe to the beſt Reformed Neighbour 
Churches now a daves. 

But at lengti, the thing is concjuded upon by rhe 
Synod, and almolt approved by the Houſes of Parlia- 
ment, maugre all oppoſition made by the diſturbers 
ofthe Peace of the Church, in the Synod,and of the 
{ticklcrs for them anywhere elſe. Yer thoſe reſt« 
lefle ſpirits will not be quier ; for they give our 
chat they will perform ar laſt the thing they have bin 
{o much urged to, and for ſo long a ume, towit, 
they will give unto theipublike the Modell of Go- 
vernment they would be at, and to which they will 
ſtand to : Bur thoſe who havea ſhrewd gheſſe ar thoſe 
men,and at thcir wayes, allure us, rhat as they will 
not tell whartthey abſolucely and poſitively profeſle, 
nor #hatthey wouldbe ar ; they will never give a ſer 
Modell of Gov:rnment unto the publike, whcreunto 
they winde to ſtand ; For, whatſoeycr they do in op- 
poſition of the Government above named, they can- 
nat agrec among themſelves unto any one thing,for, 
fo many hcads,{o many wayes diſfonant one from a- 
nother, according tothe nacure of untruch and error, 
which is uncertain, and not Conſlant to it (cl. Yea, 
chere be fomewho ſay, That theſe men 1911! ot ſettle up- 
on any thing at all, except it berponcontimiing in phrene- 
zical! Fancies. 

Truely,as thoſe faGtious ones, by rejeRing all de- 
pendency,and ſubaltornation of inferior Presbyte- 
r:esro ſupcrior,in Church-government, have acquired 
unto themſelves the Name of Independents ; {oif you 
caſt your cycs upon the courſes of thole mens ſeeking 
of preferment and benche, they may juſtly all be cal- 
}:d Seghers , although there be but ſome few of them 
who - go under the Name of Seckers , who would 
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(81) 
fain make the World beleceve, that they ſtudy 
zo ſcck the Truth of God more then others, 
when Cod knows, they ſeck themſelves and to 
ſer up their Fancies : For, there was never a 
generation among men , fv nimble and {6 attive 
about preferment and benebr,as thoſe men are, The 
Teſuites arc faire ſhort of them, howſoevercryed up 
through the world tor this; for they run up and 
down with care and cunning tolay hold on power and 
moneys, whereinthey have come to good ſpeedby 
their crafty infinuations, and the fillineffe of other 
men : Livers of all ranks, not excepting the higher 
amongſt men, ſeeing theirwayes advantagcous,fide 
and cog, in with them, for profit and eroployment, 
They,on the other fide, receive none in their Sociery 
bue thoſe of mcanes and gifts ; poor people and 
ſimple are profane 1n their account : They worke 
hugely with rich mens wives,widdows,and daughe 
rers, and ſtirring fcllows in any kinde are good for 
them; and to carry cn their buſinefle more ſmcothly, 
they plead for charity, that there may be a charitable 
interpretation of their carriage and procceding , 
when God knoys, they are de{titute of all charity ; 
firſt rowards the Church in general], whole peace 
they diſturbe in a high meaſure ; and towards parcti=- 
cular men, for they oppreſſe and afftlift every honeſt 
man they can reach, in hatred to faichfulnesunto rhe 
good of rhe Church and State, if all were well xnown 
and conſidered ; for thoſe who ſtrive fo much for 
confuſion in the Church, aim at an Anarchy in the 
Stare doubrtlcle, Iris true, there arc ſome well-mea.. 
ning men that are inſnared in the opinion of thoſe 
men , concerning Church-government z bur good 
people, they are not of the Cabale, nor of the {ecx<x 
Faction ; who I doubt not upon fuller information, 
will leave the Error,and follow the Truth. So, there 
be many honeſtand well-meaning people, who ag- 
here and follow the Iofuites who arc not acquain--

red with the myſteries of their iniquity. 

Then , with a great deal of deceit, they cry our 
againſt the rigidneſfle of Presbyrteriall government, as 
atoreſaid, ro make the people belceve that ir will tye 
themto ſuch a ſtriftneſſe avd rigidity, or auſterity, that 
all Chriſtian Libercy will be rakzn awav from them, 
W herein they do lie mo abomirably againſt rhe pra. 
Rice of all the Reformed Churches where this Go- 
vernment Iath place, namely in Scotland and France, 
wherein if there be any thing amiſſe of this kinde, it 
is towards Icnity rather then auſterity, 

Yer theſe men give out, that they are more holy 
then other men, and of a ſtricter life, and will nor 
admit to their Societv any who will not follow the 
ſtricneſle they profeſſe externally ; bur their carri.. 
age being near looked to, will be found as far diſtant 
from what they profcfle, as the Capuchins hypacrifie is 
from true plety. 

The bulineſſe is no ſooner concluded con« 
cerning the Church Gove:nment, maugre Indepen- 
dents, but there ariſe oti:er difficultics and rubs in 
the way, to hinder the ſctling of it: Such obſtacles 
are caſt in by the Enemy to ſtop the building of the 
Temple. | 

Firſt, ſome will not allow it to be of divine right; 
notwithſtanding 1t is demonſtrared ro have irs ground 
in the Scripture (ſo clear'y thar it cannot be denied, 
and practiſed by the Apoſtles and their ſucceflors, 

Then, There ts a great ſtir concerning the power 
of rhe Presbyrery, to admit and keep off people from 
th: Table of the Lord, and to receive men unto the 
Communion ofthe Church, or to ſeclude them from 
it : Which power ſome will have to be only in the

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ſeverall Miniſtrics : And as the one Miriſter had power 
oyer the things concerning his Miniſtry, ſo the other 0- 
ver his, it is cleate by Scripture. 

Thus, things did continue from Moſes to Chriſt, al- 
though now ar:d then not without ſome alteration in 
change, by reaſon of the reyoJutions of aftaires, in the 
{tare of Fſrael and of Eudab. 

In the Chriſtian Church,the diſtin& Miniſtries being 
in diſtin& perſons, the power belonging to the ſeverall 
Miniſtries, mult bee in diſtin& perſons, - according to 
their Miniſtries 3 and although the Ciyill Magiſtrate, or 
Miniſter of Stare, is not to exerciſe the ſpirituall Mini- 
ſtery, nor what bclongeth to it ; pet he 1s obliged to 0+ 
verlee. the Miniſter of ſpiricuall things, to doe his duty 
faithfully and diligently. Of this, much hath been ſaid 
and written in former times, and of latc, by men of the 
cleareſt judgment, and of moſt underſtanding in things 
of this nature. Beſides, the feare of men, left the ſpiri- 
tuall Sceprer and Rod of Chriſt ſhould be prejudiciable 
to their worldly Authority, the frequent encroaching of 
the Miniſters of rhe Church upon the Ciyill Miniſter (ta 
waye what 15 done elſewhere, and what hath been in for- 
mer times) here in theſe Iſlands, not onely of old, but 
in theſe latter yeares, Churches-Miniſters ambition and 
ayirice having caſt us 1n all theſe troubles ; doth affard 
juſt occaſion of warineſie ro the Civill Magiſtrate, to 
keep the Miniſtry and power of Church-men within the

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Firſt, for Rome, 1 pray you, put before your eyes the 
conitant & ncer commerce the corrupt Court & the wic- 
ked Clergie have had with Rome, and have to this day, 
with the Letters betwixt the King and the Pope, and the. 
ſending Agents hence to Rowe, and from thence hithery 
and a Nuntio into Ireland,who hath been receiyed there 
with great pomp and ſtate in reſpe& to holy Rome. 

Next, for Fpaine and its adherents in the Catholike 
Cauſe, to ſay nothing of whar is paſt in the kindling of 
the fire amongſt us. by ſeverall underblowings : 1 pray 
you to conſider the Relidents now of Caſtil{ , Pertigalt, 
of Venice, Florence, Lorraine, &c. what their carriage 
is, how enclined to the Court, and how averſc to the 
Parl:ament. 

As for France, The late Fac totum of that Court,did 
acknowledge it to be one of his Mafter-peeces, to haye 
kindled the fire in all theſe Dominions, tirſt,in Scotland, 
next 1n Irefand, and laſt, a little before his death, in 
England ; whereabout hce had aboye a dozcn of Agents 
at one time, ating their ſeverall parts in this a& here 
With us. Thoſe who have ſucceeded in his place, carry on 
thi ngs in his way very neereg namely in what concerns 
us, as may appeare by the ſending into Scotlcand, to hin- 
der the Sce?s joyning with the Parliament, and by the 
continuall ſupplyes which are ſent from France to the E- 
nemies in Exgland, Scotland, and Ireland, and the Reli- 
dents of Fraxce their expreſſions in fayour of the Ene- 
mics. 

All this is donereally, albeit not avouched by pub- 
like Authority. 

Norwithſtanding that both Spaniſh and French give 
Our, they will keepe faire with the States of both King- 
domes : and indeed the commerce in ſome kind is con- 
tinued ; dut, they receive in their Sea- Townes Pyrates 
with the ſpoiles they take from both Marions, who are 
now confederate in this Common Cauſe. 
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"Then ſome others, who, at farſt,although they had no2 
perhaps put their hands to caſt us in thoſe troubles ; yer, 
Gong us inclining thereunto, hayeputihem for+ ward, 
and have given help to our mailſcries. Suchare ſome of 
Holland, who, againſt the principles and grounds of 
their owne State, have by their late A mbaſladours, de- 
clarcd thcm(clyes to be :nflaved to our corrupt Court,for 
their owne private intereſts, and for the intercft of him 
who namely ſct them a work. 

Whcnl ſpake of HollandzSpain,France,yea, of Rome 
it {elfe, I doe not meane the common people.z but thoſe 
who have chiefe hand in affaires and in Government : 
for, God knowes the people of thoſe Countrics areas 
innocent of any evill Office done unto us now, as our 
people were free from doing harme to the Protcſtants of 

ance and Germany. of 
The King of Dagemark would faine hayc had his han 
in the bnſinefſe 3 but he hath found other things to doe. 


Yet after all this, ſince wee conſtantly pray for our 


King both in publikeand in private, if it were Gods 
wil), to reclaime him unto himiclfe ; and then that wee 
might live a godly, ſober, and quiet life under him; 1 
ſee no reaſon why we ſhould not try upon all occaſions 
20 regaine him, leaving the event and ſuccefle to God,as

This point being gained, reſolution istaken to ſend

This man as an outlaw had left Scotland, and gone over 
to Treland, where he joyned with the Rebels, and fought 
for them againſt the Proteſtants fora time and after ſome 
diſlike he leaves them, and joyacs with the Scots, and 
bringeth ſome few hyndreds of fuch men as himſelf with 
him. The General! receives him, and he ſerves the Scots 
againſt the Rebels for a while : he tels the Generall, that 
he had a great mind to have pardon for his former er- 
xors, and make his peace with his native Countrey the 
Generall undertakes it but finding the matter not ſo ea- 
fie to be don and fo foon, as he expetted,by reaſon (as is 
given out ) of the naughtineſle of the man z others ſay, 
that therewas a particular ſpleene that ſtopped it.

All theſe things ſer 
rogether, did much perplex their minds * to ſuffer 
the thing to go out of their hands as it were, about

the Siege : On the other fhde, feeing the Enemy 
come {o nicer, with ſuch a power of Horſe, as was 
iven out by good intelligence, who might have cut 
oft calily all provifions from them , and io have de- 
ſtroyed the Army with little or ſmall lofle unto him- 
ſelf 3 ( which had not been diſliked hee by ſome: ) 
then, while the Scots were buſed with the ſtorming 
of the Town,the Enemy might have fallen upon them, 
and {o have made them give over the enterpriſe : 
On the other fide, they thoug ht fit not to put things 
fo to hazard,as the loſle of ſachan Army,not knowing 
how to make iz up again {o foon,being far from home; 
and ſecing that Scoflaud was in ſach a pittifull condi- 
tion for the time, that it perhaps wouid have nee.! 
of their Army. Pers being thus thought on, all 
conſiderations laid aſide, the conclukon was to raitc 
the ſiege,and to retire North-wa:d, and ſo 'twas done : 
The bultinefle was ſo well looked to,by the Comman-. 
aers, that the Enemy fallying cuc of the Town, upon 
the removcall, fell upon the rear; but,had no advantage 
of them,yea,was conſtrained ro retirc with the lofle of 
divers of his men, both Commainders and {oulaicrs. 

T he Sco:s, at the fiege loſt two gallant men of 
prime note, Crdford and Gordon, with Iefle then a 
hundred of common ſouldiers, by fickaeſſr, and by 
the ſword : They retircd having very tew fick in their 
Atmy, and lcaving none at all behinde them, fave one 
Gentleman, who had been wounded, 

When the Army ſet downe before Hereford, Sir 
IWilliamg Fleming trom within the Town, ſcnds word 
by writing to the Generall and to the Earle of Cz- 
lcndar his Uncle, that he would ſpeak with them con. 
cerning butineſtes of moment ; which they refuſe him 
flatly, and ſent hither his Letter and their anſwer un: 
to him, 

Sir William Fleming is quiet for a time 3 and ſceing 
kc could ngt prevaile with the General, nor with his 
nk te” TE Unciz, 
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Uncle, bethinks wal dofmiſchief, or, at leaſt, 
to raiſe jealouſies another way 3 and {o he makes his 
addrefles to two or three young Gentlemen ct his own 
ſtznding,and his necr cozens; which being 9diſcovercd, 
my young Gentlemen were called to an accompt for 
it,and did ingenionſly confeflc that they had had cem- 
munication with their cozen,but without any diſcourſe 
of publike buſineſles, as they gave out upon oath and 
proteſtation : for the preſent they were onely checked 
for their fault; but, it will not do the turn, and the 
full cenſure will not fail them more then thoſe unruly 
and idle few cnes, who repaired thither to the Ar-. 
mies from the ari{le Horſe of I/eſtminſicr, under the 
name of Refermals's, 25 two or thrce others, who 
having left the Enzmy, took ſervice of the Scots : fence 
nothing can heal theſe lewd fellowes of their diſtem- 
p<1S, it is ref, lvcd to give them all a double doſe of 
caſhicr, and fo to purge the Army of all idle men 
with the firſt conyeniency,for fear of further evill from 
che di;bauchee ones. 

David Leſley being at the purſuit of the En:my 
South- ward, then neer the River of Trent, receives a 
Letter from the Chancelor of Scetland, to acquainr 
Inm with the late diſaſter that was fallen out in Scot - 
land, and to defire him to come with all diligence to 
relieve his 'own Countrey : Upon the receipt of the 
Letter, he thinkes onely to take a party of his Com- 
piny with him, and to (end the reſt back again unto 
the Army,then at Hereford,which he knew would have 
great uſc of them, as we have ſecn they had indeed : 
but, the whole Company cryed out like one man, that 
if he would not lead them all to relieye their own 
Countrey in ſuch diſtreſle, they would go of them- 
{clves : So, he reſolves to haſte homeward wuh his 
whole number, to the relief of his Countrey, and ac- 
quaints tha Commintce of both Kingdomes with it on 
one fide, and the General alſo on the other fide. 
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David Leſley gor's Kh and in few wordg,under 
God, with the help of the Forces he finds ready in 
the Countrey,fights with the Rebels two dayes conſe- 
cutives, one next afrer another, kills many, rakes ma- 
ny priſoners, and ronts them totally ; and fo, by 
Gods Providence, changed quite the tace of affaires 
there , and takes away the ſlander that Ma'ig nails 
{aid up:n the Scots, that they would not f6ght in their 
own Countrey, 

The late Cifaſter that the good party in Scot/avd had 
received, was Written hither by divers from the 
place and from Berwick , with many circum- 
ſtances, 

Here, many good, honeſt, and well affe&ed men, 
were highly moved and afflied at it, partly for the 
afflition of their Brethren , partly for the event 
which might flow, if the then there prevailing Enc- 
my ſhould go on thus with ſuccefle, and fo there was 
a ſolemn Faſt ordained by the Houles of Parliament, 
for prayers and ſupplications in behalf of Scytlard, 
which was perto1mcd accordingly. 

But, divers others did laugh in their ſleeves at this 
afflition, and wcre glad in their ſouls at it, for 
divers reſpects : 

Firſt, The declared Ma'zz:ants openly addiRted to 
the Common Enemy, did promiſe unto themſelves, 
if the Rebels wer: on this way with ſucceſſe in <cot- 
land, they would erc long come unto Englant,and turn 
all up-ſide down here, with the help they won!d find 
here to fide with them, 

Nexr. All the oppoſers cf Reformation and 
ſetling of the Church-Government, as Atheiſts , 
Prelatiſts, Libertines, Cc. with all thoſe who will 
admit no Government inthe Church but what (h'1I 
be ſetled meerely by humane municipiall conſtitu- 
tion, Without having any eye to the Word of God, 
the practiſe of the Apoſtles and Primitive times, and 
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the beſt Reformed Churches bw adayes ; although 
they be bound by the Covenant to do it; for, they did 
hope, by theſe means , to be free of the importuniry 
of the Scots, who are the only men (as is belecyed by 
thoſe) that prefc for Government of the Church, 

T hen,Some prime of the FaQion of Tadependents did 
teap for joy of the infortune of the Scots ; for although 
they knew too well, if the Scots had not ſtood in the 
gap two ſeverall times formerly with arms againſt the 
ttorme of the Prelaticall party, they kad never dw ft 
appear , except they had changed their coat , where- 
unto lome were reſolved on, as we are given to un - 
derſtand, yea, to ſay Amen to the Letany, either in the 
old or inthe new Service-Booke, for money and pre- 
ferment : ſuch is their zeal to purity. And although 
they remember very well, that if the Scots had not 
come in this laſt time, they had ſo carried, or miſcar- 
ried things, for their by-ends of ambition and avaricey 
that they had not been able to go in the ſtreets, ſome 
of them had made their accompt to goe beyond Seas, 
having ſent before them trunks well ſtuffed , as the hi- 
ſtory goc's : Yea, they arc nor onely ſaved from ruine 
by the Scots ; but, by them, they have made themſelves 
conſiderable, 

Thc CharaRter which one giveth to a certaine pco- 
ple, may juſtly be attributed unto theſe men, arrogant 
and inconſtant, extream jealous of ether men : ſome- 
times they court and feaft men for their own profit, 
and when their turne is dene , they reje@ them , and 
care not more for them. 

As David Leſt y was going home , it was ſaid aloud,

VVas it not a ſtrange thing, that that infortunate 
and unhappy Leader of the State of Scerlands Forces, 
agzinft the Rebels, after ſo many aftronts received b 
the Enemy , and fo {lack purſuance of the V Vork by 
him , ſhould be thanked publikely for his good Ser- 
vice, by thoſe who made him to be employed againſt 
the w:Il and ſentiment of divers good men, yea, 
continued in employment to the diſcon:ent of many, 
till he brought things to the unhappy late diſaſter ? 

Surely , howſoever God hath changed the ſcene 
cf thingz in Sceeland, unto the better for his people, 
in his Mercy, no thanks to the ſel{-Kindred, Friends, 
Allies, Lovcrs. If thoſe men doe nor ſeriouſly repent 
of their cruell compaitions of the guilty, and of ſelf

True Nobility conſiſts in vertue, and not in an ima=

This is ſaid without diſparagement of the truely 
noble deſcending of men of known vertue, and ver- 
tuous themſclves : but; to reſpe& a man for his Fa- 
thers vertue only, he not following the foot-ſtep of his 
Fathcr; an. to negicct 2 ver:uous man , Witoloeyer his 
Faiher was,is to converle with-the dead,and not t5 live 
with the living. 

To be ſhoit, Fer men to do for their nwn, either for 
ſaving thrm from cvill , or for advancing of them to 
good, is niturall and fit ts be don= ; but to de 
either of the two, with the damage of any other, is 
unjuſt and evill; far more, with the detriment and 
hazard of the publike 3 above all, when it is ingaged 
in the Service of the Cauſe of God, for his Glory, 
and for the ſafety of cur ſouls: For , who gave thi:

would wring it out of your hands, or teal it from 
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you , #rder what pretence ſorver , 1 hops they 
ſhall do it Without effefÞ , that God Will. main- 
zain it in your hands , and direlt you in the wſe 


thereof, 1s the prayer of 


V Vhich words , before we Zo on any further , 
are remarkc-' to bz ſet down 1n ſuch a way, that at the 
friſt, every c2e who reads, can ſcarcely reach unto 
the mcari,ap of item, and it ſhould ſeem to be done 
of purpuir , : .r then of confuſion of notions in the 
VVriters cad. 

Ir tvth >: the conſtant pratice of deep men , 
and pre :c1.es to depth, to write o intricatly and per- 
plexcd'y, tothe end that the lefſe hold might be laid 
upen what is written, 

This hath given occaſion to divers to read the words 
mor? d:i}gently and attentively,w ho for the caſe of che 
6:1 »5\er, have ſet down theſe few Obſcryations follow- 
ing © as, 

1. )fthcre be no difference betwixt Presbyterians 
and Independents where the V Vriter of the Letter is, 
how cometh this man to diſcern them one from an- 
other ? For, where no difftercnce is, it is hard to di- 
ſcern: It may be he is of a more diving ſpirit then 
moſt men,and ſv cometh to the knowledge of things 
beyond others. 

2. If the Presbyterians and Independents agree fo 
well there, how happencth it that the Independents are ſo 
adyers with fiercenefle to the P resbyterians elſewhere ?

4. It the Presbyterian ( as is ſaid ) be really uni- 
ted with the Independents , why is he branded as pro= 
phanc, and not thought worthy of the holy ſocicty of 
the Independeats > 

5. Since tnere is an inward Unity berwixt the 
Presbyterian and Independent , whence is it that they a= 

rec not in things of the mind , the mind , and its 
things being eſteemed inward ? This is a riddle, folye 
who will : then conſcience is of the mind and in the 
mind, Ecing 2 part of the mind: Yer , it ſuffers 
not the Independents ro uniforme with the Presby- 
$7841. 

6. The VVriter pleads for ns tompulſion for 
things of the mind. If by the thirigs of the mind , 
he means theſe things ' which remain within the 
mind, and go ns further, and are called £yNaÞsnm, 
he needs not plead, for there can be no cempulſion of 
them: Bur, if he means, by things of the mind, 
things proceeding from the mind, called aegpopnc, 
they being outward , they may ſuffer compulſion 5 


j " And if he pleads for no compulſion of theſe things, 
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becauſe they arc things of the mind 3 he may as juftly 
lead tor no compulton for a man, to fay, write, and 
do what he hath in his mind. 

7. He ſpeaks of light and reaſon, All the phanaticall 
phrenefics that ever haye been broach-d in the Church 
to this day, do pretend to a degree of particular light, 
although it be meer darkneſſe, Next, The Secz:74115 and 
Arminjans namely plead for reaſon, no men ſo much, 
except our Indefendents ; But, how their Rabbies, in 
the Synod , have proved their light to be clear, and 
their reaſon to be true, it is well known: no men. 
ercr had longer time , nor more Kinde inyitation, 
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0 ſhew their light and reaſon 3 and for all that, beins 


convinced by the Word of God and the practiſe of the | 


beft Reformed Neighbour Churches, their light is 
proved to be dukneſle, and their reaſon erronious,

c ſaith in other things, Col1 bath pu: the 
Sword 24 the bands of the Parliament, D.ch nt this-man 
deny all right to the Parliament, Circa [acra, or about 
holy things , or Religion, which are things of the 
mind ? And conſequently, he blameth the Parliament 
for mediing, in any kinde, with the Reformation 
of Religton, for ſupprefling Popery , and rejecting 
Prelacy, yea, for obliging tkcmſelves by Covenant 
to reform the Church according to the Word of God 
and the beſt reformed Churches, and fo to have made

10, Ts not this expreſſion direRly againſt the Co- 
yenant, wherein by Qath we arc to maintain the do-

ple cf the beſt reformed Churches abroad, namely of 
Sc81/4nd, and is it not point- blank oppoſite to the De- 
claration of both Honſfes, made before the taking up 
Arms by the Parliament, wherein the defence of the 
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tric Religion is let down ag a main cauſe ? And fo, ir 
is a lve that the Pariiament djd not make Religion its 
gquatrell, ar firſt, 

11. 1s not this againſt the now proceedings of the 
Parliament, in the ſetling of the reformed Church- 
government, and diſcip.ine, who are {9 cautious that 
thry will have the ſupream power over all things in 
their own hands, fot fearc of miſcarriage ? 

12, 1s not the Uniformity, which is ſought for, be« 
ewixtthe Prevoytertan and Trdependent,extornall,the in- 
ward being already, by this mans words ? and if cxter« 
nall, then the Parliament hath power over it. 

13. It (ecms in that Army, that the extcrnall Unj- 
formity 1s allo, by this mans ſaying, berwixt Presbytc- 
rians and T:d: peudin's 5 but how it ſtands with truth, F 
Know not : for, we hear that ſome Independent Officers 
do preach, whereunto no Presbytertan will give his 
conlen:, far Icfle will he practiſe it: and fo, there can 
be no Unitormity, at leaſt, without differcnce. 

14. He ſpeakerh of wringing and ſtealing the Sword

not kept backe the ſetling of the Church-gorernment, 
all this eyill hid bcene ſtopt , and things had been: 
carried on unanimouſly for the fetlins of the Church 
and State, to the Glory of God and the good of his 
pcople : But, we blefle God for the condition we 
are in, hoping tor abettcr, a{lured as he is bringing 
low apace the public e Enemy , ſo he will pull downe 
the undermining Independents, ere it be long. 

Many things more have beene thought and ſaid of 
chis part of the Letter aforenimed, which for brevi- 
ty we omit: But, ina word, it is ſaid of it that 
in theſe few lines the malicious Plot of faftious Inde- 
pendents is more diſcoycred, againſt Church and State, 
chea by whatſoever huh been faid or writtcu by them 
co this day: and ſo take up the paſſive obedience of 
theſe men. 

But, me thinks T hear ſome ſay, What, to bold ti: ſuch 
efte-m, a":d fpeak ſo of thoſe who bave thus aud ſtill do ver- 
zur their lives for the Comwo*--wealth ? 

I anſwer, If we had to do with farain Enemics, 
who were to enter into theſe Kingdoms to invade 
ehem, and it the Independents would gaz on with the 
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ceſt of the Countrey to az Enemies, we ſhould 
acknowledge them to be good Patriots fo far : But 
here now, the bulinefle is quite otherwiſe 3 for, we

For, They ſtond againit tyrazny in both Church 
and State with us : but. with the intent to br ing con- 
futon in the Church, 2nd coniequen:1y, ail errours, 
herches, and bliſphcmies, as we find now by wefull 
experience, te the dihincur of G4 and the lofſe of 
many foules, anc there iftcr infailibly, to bring A+ 
narchy in the State. ! -r2bs, all kinde of diſorder moft 
needs follow for tic Church being the ſoul of the 
State, wh-n it is no: right and well ferled, the State 
cannct be bur jn diſorder. 

Then, Although in doQrine they with us oppoſe the 
2rofle Tdolatry of the Church of Rome, yet, they give 
#ay to all kind of damnable errours, albeit more ſub- 
tile and not ſo groſle, by their liberty. 

And ſo, The Indep-ndents do give out, they do 
much for the Common-wealth. But, for Religion 
thy ſay nothing : ſecing they will have the Parliament 
to have nothing to do with it. All is for their by-cnds) 
and ſerting up of their FaRion agaiult Church and 
State 3 witnefle ail their crafty Plets and devices which 
are remarked by the cleareſt ſecing men. 

More, The Talependents fight with us 1n oppoling 
the Commen Encmy, as the Fapifts do with the Pre- 
lticaltarty agiinſt us, that is, for their own intereſt, 
without any eye to the advancement of the publicke

More, The beſt an} wiſcſt Magiſtritcs that ever 
have been to this day,have reccived well the Petitions 
of people, for doing of right upon occaſion, and yer, 
they have not thought it to be any prejuaice to them, 
nor were they ſcandalized at it. And, do we notall 
waz petition God, who is {© far from taking it ill from our 
lj't hands, that he commands us to do i-,»nd is angry when 
mi we do it nor, yea, he makes us and heipeth us to do it? 

| Further, Tcll mein conſcienee, Harh not the Par- 
wit giiamner need, not onely to be renaetnbred, buralfo,

Surcly, we are all perſwaded that the Parliament is 
-elolved T-) doc it, {Dc they have {worn lt {9 iolemnly, 
and {fince they dechred to hive taken Arms for the 
preſcryation of true Religion 3 the prudentaall way is 
200d every where, 3nd, almoit, ar all crimes. Yet, give 
mae lexw2 to try, where there is moſt humane prudence. 
there is leaſt divine witdom, ſuch 15 the weaknefſe of 
infirm men 3 (2lchough chere ſhoull be moſt the for- 
mer being {ub>ſervient to the other, namely, in things 
of the Church) tor, by humane prudence, the Church 
hath formerly becn brought to thraldom, juſtly odious 
and gricyous to 111.

INd#, 1 hear, there is exception taken that it ſhould 
þs {:id, The Scois ape aſtomfbed. 

I tell hee in all aſſurance , that the Scots are not 
eaely aftoniihed and amazed at ihe long putting off 
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from day to day , of the ſerling of the Church , by fo 
many tedious lets and obſtacles, caſt in by ſome who 
are no Friends to a through and full Reformation : bur 
alſo, the os are grieved at it in their hearts, yea, 
they vive many a ſhghand groane for it. 

Formerly it was given out, The o!dy let would b: 
amoiig thoſe of higher r#th , who had ſo much a Eiſhop 
mm them, and they were (» addified ro the Service-Book, 
try wou!'d never be brought t9 mind a true Reforma- 
£1011. 

Bur , that apprehenſion 1s tiken away , bleſied be 
God ; for thoſe of higher rank are as willing to ſettle 
the Church as can be required of them 7: and for thoſe 
of inferior degree,] am perſwaded they are ſo well affe- 
&ed, for the moſt part, as can be defired. So, the buſi- 
neſle ſtickerhina very few, partly by the lib:rty that 
fome would have to do what they li, without any Ec- 
cleſraſticall check,partly by the phincy of ſome others, 
who would hive their empty dreams a to0t, in licu of 
the reall Truth, and, by ſome others who would be 
all in all, in Church and State. 

Bat, 1 am perſwaded , that the ſame God who 
kath bronght ſo low , and under , the open and de- 
clared oppolition of Papiſts and Prelatiſts, with their 
adh rents, that ir cannot now ſtop the ſecling of the 
ketormaron amonglt us: So, God will, in his appoints 
ed time, and we hope ere it be long, take away all in- 
teſtine and undermining hnderance, in de ite of the 
malice of vain men : for, what is of God, muſt ſul » 
Git , and all other work muſt of neceſflity fall to the 
round. 

Within theſe few dayes , there hath b:en a mur- 
rauring by ſome who have no cane to fay ſo, That the 
Scots, by their marching North-ward , have wronged 
the publike ſervice: and hive made a buzzing of th's 
among the ſimpler fort of people, wherein they ſhew 
firſt their milice againſt thoſe why have done, and 
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are willing to do what they can for their good, and fo 
the purſuing of the Service in hand : I he Common 
Enemy ſeeing the declining of the ſeaſon, promiſerh 
unto himſclfe to make a Winter-work ot it, it he can, 
& divide us in the interim,if it were poſtible, one Na- 
ticn from another : But, with Gods helpe, he ſhall 
not prevailez for, I hope God will give us more 
grace and wiſdome, notwithſtanding the malice of 
men. And I am ſure, at leaſt, the calumnics and 
reproach raiſed againſt the Scots, will fall upon the 
hcads of the invente:s and contrivers of them, As 
for the faults of particalar men among the Scots, in 
Gods Name , let them anſwer for themſelves, and re- 
ceive p aiſe and blame accordingly. 

I am ſure, 1 ſay again, the Scottiſh Nation is earneſt, 
faithfu'l, and conſtant to the Caule of God and of his 
People, according to promile and Coycnant. 

Bui,before I conclude, 1 will (iy this in truth, There 
was never a Pecple in ary agc. who. by (ods blefling, 
did carry on the work of Reformation with more wiſe 
dome, and refolution, and ſucceſſe, then the Sco:s 
en did in their own Countrey , nor more compaſſic- 
OM race of their Neighbours in diitrefle, nor more for- 
Ib, ward to help them by aCtion and counſel], and to carry 

on the work of Reformation amongſt them, then the 
Scits have becne and are ro this hour towards their 
Brethren in England and Treland : So, there was 
nevera People lo hir(lly uſed in divers kindes , by 
tome of thole for whole good they have beene and are 
jocarneſt : If this courlc uſage went no further then 
their owne perſons, meanes , and reputation , they 
could paſſe 1t with Glence, and not ſo much as thinke 
of it, laying it aſide in Chriſtian charity and brotherly 
love, although they ſuffer ranch in all theſe by it, ſince 
they have joyned with their Nerghbours to help th:m : 
But, ſince , by the negleRing , cppoling , and in a 
word ill-dealing with the Sco:s, the (crvice and work 
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they 1re about 1s rronged, it pped,and delayed, which 
is manlyand namceiy 10 help.
